781—No, We Do Not 

Question—When you claim the Bible to be an in- 
spired Book, it seems to me that you get more than 
you bargained for, since if the Bible is all inspired, 
we must live up to its teachings. In that case, will 
you explain to me how it is that you do not now 
salute the brethren, when you meet them in all holy 
convocations with a holy kiss ?—J. 

The Holy Bible is all inspired, as I un- 
derstand it. It covers as a book the essen- 
tial thoughts of God for the redemption of 
man, and it also covers many other matters 
in which human beings are interested, such 
as manners and customs. It is just so as 
to the holy kiss. It was used among the 
brethren of the early Church. It was there- 
fore included in the inspired record, simply 
as the record of a fact, but there is nowhere 
in the Bible, so far as I can recall, any in- 
junction that the people of the twentieth 
century must observe the manners and cus- 
toms of the first century. If there were 
such a command, I should say, obey it. 
What Paul said, then, of the holy kiss was 
given under the inspiration of the Holy 
Spirit as a correct record of what took 
place in the way of manners and customs 
in that early day, without enjoining us of 
the twentieth century. There is not neces- 
sarily sin in the manners and customs, and 
these may change, but the inspired record 
does not change, neither does it bind us to 
perpetuate all the manners and customs, 
but when it comes to a part of the record 
which involves truths concerning the re- 
demption of man and the upbuilding of the 
kingdom of Christ, then He lays upon us the 
duty of obedience in their perpetuation. 





782—Then Are the Disciples Right? 


Question—If your answer to the question 751, con- 
cerning Ezek. 36: 25-27, is correct, is it not true that 
the Disciple Church is right in contending that bap- 
tism is for the remission of sins, only they have the 
mode wrong ?—Mrs, J. G. 


I think not. If you will again turn to 
Ezek. 36:25, and read with care, I think 
you will discover that the water was only a 
symbol of the cleansing, and that according 
to the latter part of the verse, the Lord 
told the prophet to tell them that “I (God) 
will cleanse you from all your filthiness” 
(personal sins) “and from all of your idols.” 
So it seems to me that our Christian idea of 
baptism is maintained even in the utter- 
ances of the prophet on the subject—bap- 
tism is the symbol of a cleansed life, but 
there must be the power of God manifested 
in the actual cleansing, or the ordinance, no 
matter what the mode, would be insufficient. 
Water is a symbol of cleansing, but when 
it comes to being cleansed from sin it re- 
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quires the power of God to make effective 
the cleansing. 

Do you feel like censuring us for making 
this plain statement? Then stop till you 
can remove that passage from the Bible, 
and when that is done, with the approval 
of God, we promise that we will not say 
another word along that line, but till you 
remove that passage from its setting and 
from the Word of God, we beg you to settle 
your objections with the Lord and not with 
one of His humble servants. I am not re- 
sponsible for that passage being in the Bible 
—I am only responsible for faithfully 
standing with it, and that, God helping me, 
I shall do, although, personally, I am an 
immersionist, but that does not keep me 
from seeing that, according to the Scrip- 
tures, the affusionists have some reasonable 
Bible basis for their views. 





783—If One Was Inspired, Was the Other? 


Question—If the men collecting the books of the 
Bible into a canon* of Scripture were not inspired 
equally with those who produced them, what assur- 
ance have we that they left out no inspired books 
and included no uninspired ones ?—Inquirer. 


If you had a fruit tree, which regularly 
bore a full share of fruit, good and luscious 
fruit, would you think it necessary to get 
some man, one inspired of God, as was the 
author of the prophecy of Isaiah, to tell 
you whether it were a good fruit tree or not, 
and especially after you had again and 
again eaten of its rich and juicy fruit? Do 
you think a sane man would ask for further 
evidence of the true character of such a 
tree, other than the eating of the fruit? 


That may suggest a little parable as to 
evidence that we have only inspired books 
in the Bible. You can easily make the ap- 
plication. The books of the Bible have 
proved their inspiration to Christians, who 
live upon the Word, having produced again 
and again in their own hearts and lives the 
evidence of their divinity. It thus becomes 
a matter, not of selecting the books for the 
canon of Scripture, but of accepting the 
books which have proven themselves of di- 
vine origin by the fruit they have born in 
human life and action. Good common sense, 
when imbued with the Spirit of God, is emi- 
nently qualified to accept such gifts under 
such proof. However, I can see no objection 
to your implied view that it was as neces- 
sary to have men inspired for the work of 
selecting the canon of Scripture, as it was 
for writing it, if that will help you. 


If God could inspire men to write cer- 
tain books, He could most assuredly inspire 
and guide men in collecting only inspired 
books, and so keep out the uninspired. The 
essential thing was to have the messages 
of these books inspired of God. Beyond all 
question, the God who could inspire men to 





* The word canon comes to us from the Greek 
kanon, and that probably from the Hebrew kaneh, 
meaning a reed, or a measuring rod, hence a rule for 
measuring one’s faith. The present usage of the 
word signifies a collection of Divinely Inspired Writ- 
ings, and hence authoritative and binding. Its use 
dates back to the fourth century. It was used in 
the work of the Council. of Laodicea (363 A. D.); 


in the Festal Epistle of Athanasius (365 A. D.), and 
by Amphilochius, archbishop of Iconium (395 A. D.).° 
So much for the term canon.

give His thought to men could inspire and 
guide men in choosing the right and reject- 
ing the wrong books for the canon of Scrip- 
ture. But since the books have proved 
themselves by the fruits they have borne 
in human life, it seems unnecessary to insist 
on special inspiration in the presence of 
sanctified common sense, a qualification 
which seems not to abound plentifully. in 
some otherwise learned men. So it seems 
quite clear that the men who collected the 
books for the canon of Scripture knew by 
their fruits that these messages were divine, 
God-given, leaving them nothing to do but 
to accept that which had been so abundant- 
ly proven to their own hearts and minds. 
Would you have done otherwise? If so, why? 

By way of confirming this view, I think 
you will have to admit that in the history 
of the world there has appeared no other 
such book among men, bearing such fruit in 
human character. If this be true, and be- 
yond all question it is, then how can you 
account for the character of the Bible, save 
on the ground that it was God-inspired? 
Certainly if the Bible be simply the product 
of mere human thought, you ought to be 
able in the world of human thought to find 
at least a few more books of equal power 
and of like character. If not, why not? If 
you will produce one such book from any 
human source, apart from the inspiration of 
God, I will further investigate the implied 
thought of your question, that the books of 
the Bible are not all inspired, if any. Will 
you accept this challenge? If so, proceed; 
if not, then take your stand on the side of 
truth, where all Christians belong. Till you 
do this, I must hold that the Bible was in- 
spired of God, and not the mere work of 
human wisdom. 

If, as your question implies, the canon 
of Scripture had been dependent on the 
erring judgment of great scholars, no doubt 
many a blunder would have been made 
through their weakness, and to-day, instead 
of having many infallible proofs of divine 
truth to sustain us in the Christian life, we 
should be beset with a book liberally 
sprinkled with error. But God knew upon 
whom He could depend in this matter, that 
only divinely inspired men would do His 
will, and so we have a Bible inspired of 
God and adapted to meet the needs of sinful 
men and to sustain the believing, trusting 
Christian. 

If further proof were needed, we might 
find it in the fact that as the revealed will 
of God, the Bible has lived through thou- 
sands of years of the most stubborn oppo- 
sition and the fiercest persecution, and yet 
it stands before men the same complete and 
mighty volume of truth—a veritable Gib- 
raltar of Grace! Well may we rest assured 
that only inspired books could bear such 
fruitage as to maintain a place in the canon 
of Scripture, and we may equally well rest 
assured that no uninspired book could have 
maintained its place by bearing the fruit 
of the Spirit, as the sixty-six books, which 
constitute our Bible have done, at all times 
and under the most adverse circumstances. 
God help you to get right with your Bible!

Who Is This Man and What Is His Work? 


N the second Epistle of John (verse 7) 

I the inspired writer singles out certain 

characters as deceivers. The whole 
verse reads: 

“For many deceivers are entered into the 
world, who confess not that Jesus Christ 
is come in the flesh. This is a deceiver and 
an antichrist.” 

Opposition to heresy in this age is not 
popular, but the Scripture enjoined the ut- 
most care for the preservation of the truth 
in all of its simplicity. One characteristic 
of this age is an open door even in the 
Church, to any sort of opinion. That is 
liberalism going to seed, but it is not ac- 
cording to the teaching of the Word. The 
Church, we are told, is the ground and 
pillar of the truth, and as such, it is under 
everlasting obligation to do its best to pre- 
serve and propagate that truth. It is now 
considered sufficient if we try to preach the 
truth. If people accept it, well and good, 
and if they do not accept it, still well and 
good. We cannot make men accept the 
truth, nor would we, if we could, for truth 
forced into a life would be unfruitful for 
good, but that fact does not justify us in 
leaving an open door for professing Chris- 
tians to go out and teach all sorts of doc- 
trine, contrary to the Word. 

Perhaps we shall be called to account for 
this expression of our convictions. We may 
even be charged with a desire to join in 
burning heretics, along with Calvin and 
others of the long ago. No, we do not 
believe in persecuting heretics, but we do 
believe in the Bible rule for heretics re- 
gardless of criticism. In Gal. 1: 6-9, in 
which it is very plainly brought out that 
who calls God’s people to another gospel 
is to be accursed. That is Paul’s plain 
teaching, not ours, and as such we dare to 
stand for it. It seems that soon after he 
had preached the gospel, another had gone 
along the same way and preached another 
gospel, so calling the people away from the 
gospel which Paul had preached. Paul used 
the word anathema, which means a detest- 
able thing, a thing accursed. As we under- 
stand it, that does not mean we are to as- 
sume authority to persecute one who differs 
from us in opinion, but, as he expressed it 
elsewhere, we are to withdraw fellowship 
from one who walks disorderly, even in his 
faith and teachings. We have an illustra- 
tion of Paul’s thought in what John says, 
as quoted above, an instance in which the 
offender was acting as a deceiver by teach- 
ing that Jesus Christ had not come in the 
flesh. John pronounces such an one a de- 
ceiver and Antichrist. That word deceiver 
has a peculiarly strong meaning to it—it 
means a wanderer, a vagabond. And what 
is a wandering vagabond? It is a person 
who, forsaking the gospel, wanders among 
men, seeking to induce them to leave the 
gospel and go up and down the earth in 
error, even as this man is doing. 

John is very specific. The occasion of 
complaint is not a mere difference of opin- 
ion as to some generally accepted truth. It 





is far more—the man, having become a vag- 
abond in thought, is going around trying to 
get other Christian people to repudiate the 
thought that Jesus had come in the flesh 
—a fundamental teaching, for if Jesus did 
not come in the flesh, the teaching of the 
Incarnation is false and if false, the basis 
of Christianity is gone. That is vital, and 
as such John denounced the man as a vaga- 
bond, a deceiver. Now, who can imagine 
John welcoming such a man to the fellow- 
ship of the Church of Christ, the Christ 
whom this heretic was repudiating? 

In verse eight, he warns them of the 
danger of fellowship extended to such peo- 
ple. He says: “Look to yourselves that we 
lose not those things which we have 
wrought, but that we receive a full reward.” 
Then he backs up his conclusion by making 
plain his meaning, saying, “Whosoever 
transgresseth and abideth not in the doc- 
trine of Christ, hath not God.” That was 
the reason such men should have no place 
in the Church of Christ. If Jesus was 
merely the son of Joseph and Mary, and not 
born of a Virgin, as claimed, then He has 
not come in the flesh, and the Incarnation 
is false. That is what some claim even 
to-day, but John declares that such persons 
have not God, and so-should not be received 
into the houses of Christians, nor should 
we in any way bid them Godspeed. Why 
not? Because they are dealing out terrible 
error and seeking to destroy the work of 
Christ for the salvation of the lost. John 
goes so far as to say that if one bid such 
a man Godspeed he becomes a partaker of 
the evil deeds of this evil man. 

It is quite evident from what these in- 
spired writers say that God lays great 
stress on the TRUTH. Indeed, as we un- 
derstand the Bible, the truth is the very 
atmosphere of God, and as such it must 
be maintained at all costs. If it is to be 
maintained among men, then it must be 
done by the Church of Christ under the 
power of the Holy Spirit, as the Church is 
the only visible agency God has for that 
work. We know of no single passage of 
Scripture which authorizes even a thought 
of persecution for the enemies of the truth, 
but it does insist on separation from such 
on the part of the Church. 

We sometimes hear it said that so and so 
is such a good man, as if to justify his hold- 
ing erroneous views, but Paul says, though 
he or an angel from heaven should preach 
any other gospel than that which he had 
preached unto them, he should be accursed. 
That is Paul’s plain teaching, and he said 
that it should apply to himself or to an 
angel from heaven, should either preach an- 
other gospel than that which he had 
preached to them. From the value of 
truth God evidently means that it is essen- 


tial to the thrift of His people, and that - 


being true, it becomes every child of God 
to stand for the truth as it has been given 
to us from above. To do otherwise is to 
forfeit our own safety in the divine life. 
God help us to stand for the teachings of 


our Creed—the BIBLE. We may not all see 
it alike, but we must all stand for the Word 
as the Holy Spirit may reveal it to us, 
but do not forget that a denial of the truth, 
or the preaching of another gospel in place 
of the gospel of Christ, is not liberty of opin- 
ion, it is a direct renunciation of the reveal- 
ed truth of God, the gravest offense in the 
catalogue of sins common to the human 
family. God help us to stand for the truth 
He has given to us in His Word. 


AT LAST THEY BEGIN TO FEEL THE 
PINCH 


We have been disturbed for a long while 
over the course of our Disciple brethren in 
living under so many different names, one 
of which is our own name as a body of 
people. Of course, we should be glad to 
have all Christians go under the one name 
Christian as the most appropriate name, if 
they could do so without serious confusion. 
Our Disciple brethren are at last beginning 
to find this confusion disturbing them as 
well as others. Even the United States 
Census is using two names for them, and 
for the reason they cannot tell the one from 
the other, and not even which the other is, 
and now that this confusion of so many 
names is beginning to make them feel the 
pinch, they are beginning to cry out for 
relief, and we sincerely hope they may get 
the relief they need, as The Standard says, 
by using one name instead of so many. 
That would help us, as well as themselves, 
and as we see it, do no one harm. In dis- 
cussing this matter The Christian Standard 
says: 

“ALL ONE BODY WE” 


Brother Ainslie, in a communication just 
at hand, calls our attention to the fact that 
the Census Report enters the Disciples of 
Christ as two bodies, and urges that some- 
thing, if possible, be done to prevent this 
error in future reports. 

There is only one way, as we see it, to 
remedy the matter. So long as our congre- 
gations are known by three names—“Church 
of Christ,” “Christian Church,” and “Dis- 
ciples Church”’—there will be confusion. 
Hence a uniform name, and it alone, will 
clear the atmosphere and enable the Census 
Bureau to designate the real numerical 
strength of the Restoration movement. 

And, from our point of view, there is only 
one name that could possibly be uniformly 
accepted. We have long argued that as 
immersion is catholic, Christian people, 
everywhere, should accept it for the sake 
of unity; that as the creed recorded in Matt. 
16: 16 is catholic, it should displace all other- 
creeds for the same reason. Why not apply 
the same logic to the embarrassing situation 
in which our variety of names continuously 
places us? It is as impossible for many 
among us to recognize the names “Christian 
Church” and “Disciple Church” as it is for 
millions of Christian people to recognize 
sprinkling as baptism. On the other hand, 
it is doubtful if any would repudiate the 
name “Church of Christ.” This name is 
catholic, not only among us, but throughout 
Christendom. 


If that suit our Disciple brethren, we sub- 
mit it is their privilege to have it that way, 
and we would be glad to have them call 
themselves “Church of Christ’”—it would in 
many instances clear the atmosphere and

help make plain to the people “who is who.” 
We believe the plain and simple statement 
of Matt. 16:16. We admit that passage is 
an important part of our creed, yet it is 
not all of it, since the Bible itself, from 
Genesis to Revelation, is our creed, and 
while we hold to Matt. 16: 16, we could not 
let go all the balance of the Great Book. 


DEATH OF REV. ALBERT 
DUNLAP, D. D. 


As announced in the last issue of this 
paper, Dr. Dunlap passed to his reward on 
the morning of May 15th. His physical 
condition had not been strong and vigorous 
for quite a while. He had spent the win- 
ter in Florida and had been home only about 
five days, when the end came. He was able 
to be up and around after his arrival home, 
giving attention to his affairs. He had not 
been sleeping well, but on Monday night he 
slept much better than usual, but awaking 
about 3 o’clock Tuesday morning, he made 
an effort to sit up in bed, and fell back upon 
his pillow and was gone in a few short mo- 
ments. 

Dr. Dunlap had just entered his seventy- 
fifth year. He began preaching when he was 
seventeen years of age. He was educated at 
Union Christian College. He was a pro- 
found thinker and a strong preacher of the 
gospel. He served many of our strong pul- 
pits. He was largely instrumental in the 
building of the Columbus Christian church. 
Indeed, our earliest recollection of the man 
was a plea we heard him make for the 
establishment of a church in the capital 
city of Ohio, and that was more than twen- 
ty-five years ago. We mention this fact as 
pointing to the character of the man. When 
he put his hand to any enterprise, he held 
to it with a remarkable tenacity, till it was 
accomplished. He was a fine specimen of 
physical manhood, and even in death his 
body presented the appearance of a strong 
man reposing, as if only resting. Some 
eight or ten ministers were present to at- 
tend the funeral service, conducted by his 
pastor, Rev. H. Russell Jay, while Rev. M. 
T. Morrill, Rev. J. F. Burnett, and the Ed- 
itor of THE HERALD OF GOSPEL LIBERTY took 
part in the services, which were conducted 
in the main auditorium of the Fifth Avenue 
Christian church of Columbus. There was 
a good attendance of his friends and neigh- 
bors. We expect the pastor to furnish the 
obituary with a sketch of the useful life of 
this beloved and departed brother. The 
Christian Church has lost one of its strong 
men and one of its true friends. In behalf 
of THE HERALD’S many readers who knew 
and loved him, we tender to his surviving 
widow and children sincere sympathy. 


MUST PAY $18,000 DAMAGES 


In our book table department this week 
there is a review of a booklet by Benjamin 
M. Holt, entitled The Case Against the 
Lodge, in which we learn of some things 
most reprehensible, said to be practiced 
among the lodges. When we wrote that re- 
view we referred to some of these things, 
as reported, but as unknown to us personal- 
ly. We refer specially to outrageous fea- 
tures in the initiation of new members in 
some of the lodges. If there were no other 
«considerations to keep us out of the lodge,

then the reported doings in the initiation of 
new members would forever close the door. 
We simply would not submit. to some of 
the things said to be practiced in these 
lodges. The things said to be practiced in 
initiations in some of the lodges are a blot 
upon civilization, and no Christian man 
should ever permit himself to suffer such 
indignities at the hands of his fellow men. 
He cannot do it and maintain self-respect. 
We make this statement on the supposition 
that the things reported are true. In the 
book, The Case Against the Lodge, pictures 
are not only given of the famous “goat,” as 
used in the initiation, but there is a picture 
of another device for torturing the new 
member. The picture shows a man strap- 
ped to a log carriage and moving to the 
saw, just as in a real saw mill arrangement. 
It is said that they plan to have the car- 
riage stop just before the saw strikes his 
head. About the time we wrote that review 
we read an account of a dreadful accident 
in an initiation in which one man was badly 
hurt. To-day the Virginian-Pilot, Nor- 
folk, Va., brought us the news of a similar 
prank played on a candidate some time ago 
in Alabama, which resulted in the death of 
the victim. Till this came to our attention 
we had felt disposed to regard such reports 
as the mouthings of curious people who im- 
agined such things as taking place. In the 
Alabama case, however, the matter had gone 
through the courts till it had reached the 
supreme court of the United States, and 
that court affirmed the decision of the lower 
court and ordered the Loyal Order of Moose 
to pay the sum of $18,000 as damages for 
the death of Donald A. Kenney, which had 
been inflicted during an initiation. They 
were attempting to frighten the man by 
applying to his person, or making out as if 
they were, a “branding board,” and in the 
pretense the man received an electric shock 
from which he died. The following is the 
message as published in the daily press of 
May 8, 1917: 


WASHINGTON, May 7.—By refusing to re- 
view Alabama court proceedings the su- 
preme court to-day put into effect decrees 
awarding $18,000 damages against the su- 
preme lodge of the Loyal Order of Moose 
for the death of Donald A, Kenney during 
initiation at the Birmingham, Ala., local 
odge. Kenney died after receiving an elec- 
tric shock from a “branding board.” That 
this feature was not a regular part of the 
initiation, but impromptu “horse play” of 
local lodge members, was contended unsuc- 
cessfully by the supreme lodge. 


In a case of this sort there can be no 
doubt of the fact that death was inflicted in 
what they were pleased to regard as a joke 
played upon the victim in the initiation 
ceremony in a lodge, not of boys, who are 
given to such capers, but the ceremony was 
in the hands of men who ought to have been 
ashamed to have part in such a perform- 
ance. Now that the truth of the death of 
Donald A. Kenney in an initiation frolic has 
been established beyond question, if we may 
trust the press reports, we have cause to be- 
lieve that flying rumors of such things in 
other lodges may be, and most likely are, 


_true, and if true, the practice is a burning 


shame to our civilization. A joke may be 
innocent and so excused in some instances, 
but a joke that is knewn to be full of danger 
ought not to be tolerated in the community

or in the lodge or elsewhere. Human life is 
too precious to be sacrificed for amusement 
even in a lodge. Think of binding a man 
to a saw carriage and then starting the 
carriage and allowing it to come within an 
inch or so of the victim’s head before the 
carriage is reversed. Think of men play- 
ing with their fellows as if they were cat- 
tle, applying the electric “branding board” 
to the body of the victim till he is killed. 
We do not doubt now the report in this 
case since it has gone through the courts up 
to the supreme court of the United States 
and the lodge has been made to pay as a 
penalty the sum of $18,000 for the offense. 
If it be true in this case, as it must be, why 
not in many other cases? The lodge needs 
to reform itself, at least in these matters. 


A PENNILESS MILLIONAIRE 


That is surely a strange combination of 
words. How can a man be penniless and 
be at the same time a millionaire? And 
yet we are told that there is such a man. 
He is well known to the public and lives in 
Philadelphia, Pa. We are told that Rev. 
Russel H. Conwell, D. D., is the man. The 
American Magazine tells how it has come 
about, as follows: 


Dr. Conwell is America’s only penniless 
millionaire. If the money he has got and 
given away in twoscore years had been in- 
vested at six per cent., compound interest, 
at the time it was earned, he would have 
$5,000,000 to-day. At the end of each month 
he balances his books, pays his bills, and 
scatters the residue, to the last cent, over 
his charity list. ‘Three thousand college 
students, enrolled in nearly every institu- 
tion of higher learning in the land, have 
been the beneficiaries of Dr. Conwell’s 
largess. Nearly half of the muster he has 
helped through a whole four-year course. 
So quietly, so modestly, has his work been 
done that in many cases the student has 
never known the source of the gift that 
made a continuation of his course possible. 
Perhaps a check from a lecture bureau 
was the only clue. But every case had first 
been investigated by Dr. Conwell, who made 
it a rule never to help a student who was 
not already helping himself. Fifty-five 
years ago, in a Westfield, Massachusetts, 
church, Dr. Conwell made an address which, 
under the later title of “Acres of Diamonds,” 
has been delivered more than 5,250 times. 
Audiences in every State in the Union, in 
Europe, Asia, and Africa, have heard it, 
and the lecturer turned down an offer of 
$50,000 for a six months’ antipodal tour in 
Australia.

*** Rev. Charles C. Morrison, editor of 
The Christian Century, a Disciple paper, 
comes out boldly for a rationalistic concep- 
tion of the Christian life. That is bad 
enough, but his next step is worse yet—he 
undertakes to make it appear that the Dis- 
ciple Church as a body is rationalistic in 
religious views. Rationalism in theology is 
the doctrine of those who deduce their re- 
ligious opinions from reason, or the under- 
standing, as distinct from, or opposed to, 
revelation, so says Webster’s latest edition. 
We are surprised at this frank confession, 
not surprised that it is true, at least of Mr. 
Morrison himself, but we are surprised be- 
cause the confession was so boldly made. 
We have long since judged that to be the 
tendency of the editor of The Christian Cen- 
tury and many of his associates. The tone 
of The Century fully sustains the fact that 
much of its religious teachings are deduced 
from human reasoning and not from revela- 
tion. For instance, since the war began in 
Europe, he took a stand with Rev. J. D. 
Jones, of England, in favor of telling sol- 
diers that, if killed in battle, unprepared to 
die, they would be saved anyway as a sort 
of reward for the death they died in fighting 
for their country. That is certainly based 
on human error and not on any statement 
in revelation. To the extent that Dr. Mor- 
rison’s claim is true of the Disciple Church, 
we say, God pity them! 


*** The Erie (Pa.) Daily Times of May 
14, says: “The appointment of Hermon 
Eldredge as one of the thirteen men from 
all over the United States to have charge 
of the work in the army training camps of 
the nation is a flattering recognition of his 
ability and his success in the great move- 
ment for better conditions among men. It 
is an equally high honor for Erie. That 
this city should be called upon for one of the 
country’s thirteen men assigned to so im- 
portant a task is especially gratifying to 
the community at large. Mr. Eldredge re- 
ceived the call to duty from John R. Mott, 
national Y. M. C. A. secretary, and he im- 
mediately accepted. While his absence from 
the city, placing his most important duties 
here upon the shoulders of others, will be 
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generally regretted, Erie gladly makes the 
sacrifice that the nation may be served. 
Mr. Eldredge has been a power for good in 
Erie ever since he entered the Association 
work. He has evidenced exceptional ability, 
a vigorous capacity for work, and the re- 
sults speak for themselves. Personally, Mr. 
Eldredge is a frank, jolly, whole-souled man 
who knows and understands those with 
whom his work brings him in contact. That 
he will succeed in the work assigned to him 
among the soldier boys of the nation nobody 
doubts. Erie people can only hope that his 
absence may be of short duration, for he is 
needed at home. How long it will be de- 
pends entirely upon the duration of the 
war.” 


*** The investigation of the question as 
to whether higher criticism is taught and 
accepted in the College of the Bible, a Dis- 
ciple institution in Kentucky, was under- 
taken, but was so one-sided in purpose that 
the man who offered to prove the charge 
withdrew in self-defense, seeing that he 
could not hope for justice, and will now give 
the evidence upon which the charge was 
made to the public through The Christian 
Standard. Dean Calhoun’s first article in 
the series, making his appeal to the Dis- 
ciple Brotherhood, is a strong presentation 
of his case, but this is merely introductory. 
We shall watch his articles with real inter- 
est. The matter concerns all of the denomi- 
nations, inasmuch as the outcome will more 
or less reveal possible conditions in many 
of the schools of the country—a situation 
which must be watched with a hawh-eve’l 
keenness, for if higher criticism is given a 
free reign in the schools of the country, in 
our best judgment, we feel justified in say- 
ing, it will undermine the spiritual life and 
power of the Church and so destroy its 
value as a spiritual institution. Let us see 
that this fad, or cult, is given no quarters 
in the Christian Church. We are already 
weak enough without it—what we would be 
with it undermining the foundations of our 
work we cannot tell, except to say, it would 
be disastrous to our cause. We have no 
room for higher criticism in our pulpits, or 
church papers, or in our schools. Let us 
keep a clean deck, for we are in a big bat- 
tle and sailing through a stormy sea. Many 
may not see the significance of this remark 
now, but the day will most likely come, 
when it will be understood. The main ques- 
tion is, Will it then be too late to save the 
cause from the blight this evil puts upon 
whatever it touches in the Christian life? 
Ought THE HEERALD to be quiet on these 
things? Then how shall we stand for the 
Bible as our only creed? The higher critics 
discredit the inerrancy of the Bible and re- 
pudiate its supernatural origin. We must 
stand for the Bible as expressing the re- 
vealed will of God, or we lose all. God help- 
ing us we must stand for the Bible as the 
chart and compass of salvation. He who 


discredits the reliability of the Bible is not 
the friend of the Christian Church, or the 
cause of Christ. At least, that is the way 
we see it. 
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A Word of Comfort to Mothers in War Time

A wail of woman’s woes is in the land 
because mothers must send their sons into 
the army and navy in time of war, and we 
venture to offer these simple words that 
have sprung up in a heart that has never 
known the ties of motherhood, but is still in 
warmest sympathy with every aching heart. 

The writer is not a mother, but has had 
those dear to her around the home circle 
and greatly misses them. They are gone 
and she fully realizes that life demands 
many sacrifies; that life with so many losses 
can never again be what it once was, yet 
the compensations are very great. If we 
make sacrifices for the kingdom of heaven’s 
sake, we shall gain more than we give. All 
the problems of life are capable of rational 
solution and we are intelligent beings, cap- 
able of consenting to reason when we see it 
as such. Come then let us reason together. 

If God is the rightful Ruler of this world 
and its destiny, then to be in harmony with 
his plan and purpose and will is our privi- 
lege and highest plane for life; but to real- 
ize the fulness and richness of life on this 
plane we must seek it with absolute sin- 
cerity. There can be no vacillation, no half- 
heartedness. God requires perfect sincerity. 
We must believe that our Creator’s plan in 
the creation of the world and in placing us 
individually just where we are, had in it a 
divine purpose and infinite wisdom. Remem- 
bering that He has done all this in infinite 
love; that He has pledged to us, if we are 
truly loyal to Him, the perfect bliss of eter- 
nal life amid the glory of heaven—this is 
the consummation of our happiness which 
we are seeking even now here on earth. 
Can we not, nay, must we not, banish our 
doubts, must we not trust all our treasures, 
all our hopes and fears, all our pains and 
losses to His infinite tenderness and wisdom 
and power with confidence? How can He 
accomplish His purposes in us if our sur- 
render is not complete?

Truly, this calls for Chris- 
tian courage, but that comes to those who 
lay aside self and cheerfully make the neces- 
sary sacrifice. Some mothers grieve when 
a son marries and leaves to make a home 
of his own, to think all the tender and 
beautiful associations of long years must 
cease. 

Again, we ask what matters it when or 
where the summons comes to join the in- 





numerable throng that moves onward and 
upward to His Kingdom of endless peace, 
eternal glory and holy service if the transi- 
tion is the consummation of our highest 
hopes? All of Christ’s followers are to pass 
at “the flowering time men call death” into 
that higher and eternal state. He holds the 
secret of the time and place whence He shall 
call us, but He has told us to be ready and 
watching for the call. If we are faithful to 
His requirements; if the young men have 
the same preparation, then, whether at 
home or on the battle-field, we and they 
shall be ready to welcome the messenger 
sent to bring us home. 

The uncertainty of life teaches us that 
we know not what a day or an hour may 
hold for us. Many a man, and woman, has 
gone out from his, or her, home in the morn- 
ing never to return. Many lie down in ease 
at night to awaken on the other side of the 
river. The writer had a sister whose heart 
as she lay down at night was full of Easter 
joy—but the morning gave us the glow of 
unutterable light and peace upon the closed 
eyes and voiceless lips. 

We love our dear ones and the best way 
to prove it is to help them find the true 
value and meaning of life; to seek that no- 
bility, purity, and soul-surrender to our 
Creator that takes away the fear of death 


and gives security and confidence amid the ' 


dangers and temptations of life. 

Mothers love their sons. The writer had 
a mother whose tender love can never be 
forgotten; who, when passing over the 
brink of the river, left a smile of heaven- 
born peace and love in the cold and mo- 
tionless features. We had to part. Duty 
calls those who remain to serve humanity. 

Perhaps God gave you good, brave sons 
for this war. This is a war not for selfish 
ends, but for defense, for protection, for the 
rights and privileges-of mankind. Your 
sons, if correctly trained, will feel it a pleas- 
ure and a duty to protect you in any place, 
at any time. In time of war that protection 
may take them away from home. 
mothers’ sons are in the same position. 
Hence by combining in the army and navy 
they together protect all the mothers, all 
the homes, and the institutions which make 
America the land we love. 

Should an armed burglar enter your home 
at midnight you most certainly would ex- 
pect your husband and sons to protect you 
and drive out the burglar, yet they might be 
shot down in the effort. War calls out a 
good many mothers’ sons and the losses are 
great. It brings pain and loss and sorrow 
to many, while to others it brings stronger 
manhood and nobler life with honors and 
distinctions. Such is life. Every day some 
win and some fail. 

It is the mothers and the sons of mothers 
who have never found the footpaths of 
peace, of faith, of noble service for God and 
humanity that need pity.

LET DR. BURNETT HAVE A WORD 


My Dear Doctor BarRRETT:—I wish to 
thank you for the information you gave in 
reply to a question concerning the salary, 
and extra amounts, received by the Conven- 
tion officers, and especially for mentioning 
my name. The Convention books will show 
that, excepting the year 1913, seven weeks 
of which I spent in Porto Rico, that my 
earning for special services will reach an 
average of $50.00 a month, every penny of 
which has gone into the Convention treas- 
ury, and even in the exceptional year 1913, 
fully $500.00 is credited as coming from my 
special services. One winter I helped in a 
revival meeting for two weeks, the church 
giving me $50.00 for the service, and every 
penny went into the Convention fund. Since 
October 1, 1916, the books show-that up to 
May ist, I have received for special serv- 
ices $334.33, every penny of which is cred- 
ited to the Convention fund. When the 
Pulpit Committee of the First Christian 
church asked me to supply for the church 
until their present pastor came, the breth- 
ren were generous enough to suggest that 
they wanted me to share in what they gave. 
I told them I could not, and of the amount 
above named $150.00 came from the First 
Christian church, and not a penny of it all 
that was not credited to the Convention. I 
supplied for about four months. When I 
was in the pastorate, I received for wed- 
dings, funerals, and other special services, 
from one to two hundred dollars a year. 
None of this comes to me now, except now 
and then a funeral among the dear old 
friends of other days. No, my _ breth- 
ren, your servants are not receiving sala- 
ries, and additional pay. And more, there 
is scarcely a day that I do not work from 
twelve to sixteen hours, and seven days a 
week.

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The Special Meeting of the Federal Council 


At the third meeting of the Federal Coun- 
cil at St. Louis, Mo., last December, a pro- 
posal was considered to make the sessions 
of the Council biennial instead of quadren- 
nial. Instead of this the Executive Commit- 
tee was directed to exercise freely its power 
to call extra sessions when deemed neces- 
sary. Probably very few supposed that 
such an emergency would arise in the near 
future. Grave questions connected with the 
close of the war, not then in sight, might 
make such a meeting imperative; but that 
in less than six months the entire situation 
would be changed by our own entrance into 
the world struggle was hardly conceivable. 

Moved by this tremendous event, upon the 
advice of some of the most prominent relig- 
ious leaders of America, the Executive Com- 
mittee determined to recall the members of 
the Council for prayers and consultation. 
Accordingly the representatives of the 
churches met in special session in Washing- 
ton, D. C., May 8 and 9, 1917. So short.a 
notice made it impossible for the entire 


casion seemed to be fully appreciated by 
those present. , 

The Council was called for prayer. One 
speaker said, “If anybody believes in prayer, 
now is the time to pray.” Large place was 
given to devotion, to reading of the Word, 
and to meditation. The meeting was pre- 
eminently one of prayer. 

The meeting was called for conference. 
The new and unexpected issues called for 
readjustment and realignment. What atti- 
tude should the church take toward the new 
national policies? What response should be 
made to the call of our President and the 
government for support. and cooperation? 
Great questions had to be fairly faced, and 
soberly considered. Great Christian states- 
men, who had dealt with these world prob- 
lems in camp and field and hospital and cab- 
inet and council chamber, men who were 
familiar with every angle of the great 
crisis, came with their messages. There 
was singular unanimity in their deliver- 
ances. The outstanding issues of the great 
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resources, to provide against the awful suf- 
fering and waste of war, to keep the hearts 
of the people sensitive to human need and 
responsive to the opportunity of helpful 
ministry, demands a high order of leader- 
ship, which the church must supply. To 
direct the forces that are available intelli- 
gently, and prevent futile and unnecessary 
effort, requires intelligent and unselfish co- 
operation. 

Finally, the note was sounded over and 
over, that the spiritual forces must be main- 
tained. While responding to every call of 
patriotism and service, the church must not 
lose its character as a refuge of peace. 
America must be held to the high plane on 


which she has entered this struggle. Under 
God, the church holds the destiny of the 
world in her hands. With God’s help the 
responsibility can be met, but only by a 
complete consecration, and in the spirit of 
the uttermost sacrifice, will it be possible 
for the church to accomplish its mission.

Council to come together, yet the attend- 
ance was large and the denominations well 
represented. On behalf of our own people 
there were present as active members, F. G. 
Coffin, J. F. Burnett, F. H. Peters, Martyn 
Summerbell, W. W. Staley, and O. W. Pow- 
ers. Corresponding members, W. A. Harper 
and G. A. Conibear, and visitors, Mr. and 
Mrs. E. L. Goodwin. 

Meeting in the capital city of the nation, 
at a time when the Congress and the Ex- 
ecutive were straining every nerve in prep- 
aration for the great struggle upon which 
our nation is entering, there seemed to be 
an earnestness and intensity seldom witness- 
ed in a religious gathering. Many felt that 
the two days spent together were the most 
significant that ever had come to the Church 
of Christ, for it was pointed out that never 
before had a free church in a free nation 
been called upon to face such issues, or 
meet such a test. The solemnity of the oc- 


struggle were clearly outlined. All were 
insistent upon the duty of the church in 
conserving the moral forces of the nation, 
and promoting eventual reconstruction, 
while pressing for the immediate decision 
in favor of freedom and democracy. 

The occasion called for a message to the 
churches. It was felt that they needed to be 
rallied to a common effort, that their high- 
est ideals and noblest aims needed to be 
grouped and given utterance. The essential 
elements of this message were easily agreed 
upon. The voice which will go forth from 
this remarkable conference will not be inad- 
equate nor uncertain, but will be a call to 
the’ broadest thinking and the most heroic 
endeavor. 

Plans of mercy and service were devel- 
oped and presented. The channels of Chris- 
tian activity were never so freely. opened. 
No one need be without a task. To in- 
crease, converse, and utilize the nation’s

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“CAN I BE PERFECT?”

“Come now and let us reason together” 
and answer this great question in the light 
that beams from the mercy-seat through 
the precious Bible, and “let God be true and 
all men liars.” (Rom. 3:4) “Perfection” 
or “Holiness” must be attained in this life, 
for “after death the judgment,” and where, 
oh, where, do men find one single text of 
Scripture to prove that death makes us holy, 
or fit to enter heaven? Nowhere in the New 
Testament. If death were to make us fit 
to enter heaven, then he would be the best 
friend of mankind, but God declares death 
to be our enemy (1 Cor. 15: 26), who will 
be cast into “the lake of fire.” (Rev. 20: 14) 
Again, to say that death must complete the 
work of redemption, is to “limit the Holy 
One of Israel” (Ps. 78: 41), and is an insult 
to the blood of Christ, which “cleanseth us 
from all sin.” (1 John 1:7) “That we be- 
ing (thus) delivered out of the hand of our 
enemies, might serve him without fear, in 
holiness and righteousness before him, ALL 
THE DAYS OF OUR LIFE.” (Luke 1: 
74, 75) To say that Jesus needs death to 
help Him save the human race from all sin, 
is not only an insult to His spilt blood, but 
insults Him as “mediator between God and 
man,” for it would make His intercessory 
prayers ineffective, but the Apostle Paul 
believed the contrary, for he declared that 
“he is able to save them to the UTTER- 
MOST that come unto God by him, seeing 
he ever liveth to make intercession for 
them.” (Heb. 7:25) Let us hear Web- 
ster’s definition of “uttermost”—“Extreme; 
being in the farthest, greatest, or highest 
degree.” Glory to our conquering Christ, 
this is just what He is “able” to do, for, 
“where sin abounded, grace did MUCH 
MORE abound.” (Rom. 5:20) He came 
to “save his people FROM their sins” 
(Matt. 1:21) and He is well able to do it 
without the aid of death, yea, death could 
not help Him, for death is not the savior, 
but the “destroyer of life.’—Webster’s Dic- 
tionary. Let man-made creeds and cate- 
chisms go to the rubbish heap when they 
conflict with the Word of God, and let us 
Christians stick to our Creed. 


We believe, that, what we have said on 
this subject so far, is sufficient to convince 
any unbiased reader, that, not death, but

lated texts can never lessen, much less de- 
stroy, the merit and efficacy of the great 
atonement.”—Dr. Adam Clarke in his ser- 
mon on Holiness. He further says in the 
same sermon, “The petition, ‘Thy will be 
done in earth, as it is done in heaven,’ cer- 
tainly points out a deliverance from all sin; 
for nothing that is unholy can consist with 
the divine will, and, if this be fulfilled in 
man, surely sin shall be banished from his 
soul.” John Wesley, the greatest theologian 
of the last century, in his book, Plain Ac- 
count of Christian Perfection, asks the fol- 
lowing questions under the caption of 
Queries to Those Who Deny Perfection At- 
tainable in This Life—“(1) Does the 
soul’s going out of the body effect its puri- 
fication from indwelling sin? (2) If so, is 
is not something else, not ‘the blood of 


Christ, which cleanseth’ it ‘from all sin?’ 
(3) If His blood cleanseth us from all sin, 
while the soul and body are united, is it not 
in this life? (4) If, when that union 
ceases, is it not in the next? And is it not 
then too late? (5) If in the article of 
death; what situation is the soul in, when 
it is neither in the body nor out of it? 
(6) Has Christ anywhere taught us to 
pray for what He never designs to give? 
(7) Has He not taught us to pray, “Thy 
will be done in earth, as it is done in 
heaven?’ And is it not done perfectly in 
heaven? (8) If so, has He not taught us 
to pray for perfection on earth? (9) Does 
He not then design to give it?” 


Of course He will give it, to them that 
ask Him, in faith, believing that “what he 
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has promised he is able also to perform.” 
(Rom. 4:21) But has God promised to 
save us from ail sin in this life? Of course 
He has: listen to our creed: “Then will I 
sprinkle clean water upon you, and ye shall 
be clean; from ALL your filthiness, and 
from ALL your idols will I cleanse you; I 
will also save you from ALL your unclean- 
ness.” (Ezek. 36: 25, 29) And “For this 
purpose the Son of God was manifested, 
that He might destroy the work of the 
devil.” (1 John 3:8) Now if sin is not the 
work of the devil, what is it? Finally, “The 
very God of peace sanctify you WHOLLY; 
and I pray God your whole spirit, soul and 
body be preserved blameless unto the com- 
ing of our Lord Jesus Christ. Faithful is 
he that calleth you, who also WILL Do IT.” 
(2 Thess. 5: 23, 24) When will He do it? 
In His own good time. When is His own 
good time? “Behold, NOW is the accepted 
time; behold, NOW is the day of salvation.” 
(2 Cor. 6: 2)

MONDAY MORNING MESSAGE

It is told of that great surgeon, Dr. D. 
Hayes Agnew, that once, after he had suc- 
cessfully treated a poor minister of the gos- 
pel and was finally dismissing his patient, 
when the grateful but impecunious minister 
asked for the bill of charges, the great man 
replied: “You owe me nothing. To your 
Master and my own I owe all things, and to 
serve one of His poor suffering messengers 
is but a little service rendered to Him who 
gave Himself for me.” In thus rendering 
service to the needy in the Master’s name 
Dr. Agnew was only one of a great number 
of practitioners of the noble art of healing 
whose lives have blessed the world. Not 
a little of this generous service is rendered 
by men in the very community where these 
lines are written, and the record of such 
men and their deeds, though not blazoned 
abroad now, is faithfully registered above. 
In due time they shall have their reward. 


The religion that inspired the heart of the 
great surgeon mentioned above is that of 
Him who said concerning Himself, “The 
Son of man came not to be ministered unto, 
but to minister, and to give his life a ransom 
for many.” It is because Christ became the 
servant of all that those who are trying to 
follow in His footsteps are willing to make 
themselves the servants of humanity. The 
spectacle of Jesus washing the dust-be- 
grimed feet of the disciples, as given in the 
New Testament, is one to excite the wonder 
of men and angels. It was no unmeaning 
rite. It was customary for some domestic 
servant to bathe the dusty feet of guests as 
they reclined at the table. In the absence 
of a servant, one of the youngest of the 
guests would naturally perform this re- 
freshing service for the others. But the 
disciples had just been disputing for prece- 
dence, and were in no mood for assuming 
menial attitudes toward each other. So the 
Master Himself, before the meal was well 
begun, rose quietly, made the simple prepa- 
rations, and went around to the feet of each 
reclining disciple, washed away the dust 
and stains, and wiped them with the towel 


wherewith He was girded. Think of the 
soiled feet of Judas Iscariot tenderly bathed 
by the hands of the Master whom he was 
about to betray! Surely no loyal disciple 
of such a Master can be unwilling to yield 
compliance to the obligation expressed in 
the saying of Jesus as He again took His 
seat at the tapie: “If I then, your Lord and 
Master, have washed your feet, ye also 
ought to wash one another’s feet. For I 
have given you an example, that ye should 
do as I have done to you.” 


It is a mistake of those who give the 
Scriptures a too literal interpretation, to 
regard the actual washing of other people’s 
feet as a religious rite that is obligatory 
in the same sense in which the Eucharist, 
or Lord’s Supper, is incumbent upon the 
disciples of the Nazarene. Not a ceremony 
that is perfomed in the absence of a real 
need is indicated, but ministrations to oth- 
ers that are needed at the time as a means 
of refreshment and help. The woman who 
bathes the fevered faet of her sick neighbor 
is doing substantially what Jesus did. So is 
the man, woman, or child, who gives a cool 
drink of water to the thirsty traveler, a 
loaf of bread to the hungry, a needed gar- 
ment to destitute childhood, medicine to the 
sick, employment to the one who seeks and 
needs it, a word of cheer to the discouraged, 
timely counsel to the youth who is on the 
verge of going astray, or any gift or loan 
that is timely and serviceable to the bodies 
or souls of others. Some of the services 
that we have opportunity to render are apt 
to be neglected because they are so small. 
But we should remember the truth that 
Wordsworth has so well expressed— 


Small service is true service while it lasts; 

The daisy, by the shadow that it casts, 

Protects the lingering dew-drop from the 
sun. 


To give up your seat in the car to a woman, 
or to a feeble man, seems a little thing to 
be regarded as Christian service; but He 
who sees the deed and knows the Christian 
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motive behind it, will accept it as done to 
the tired Christ Himself. 

It would be indeed a grievous mistake for 
any one to think that eternal salvation is to 
be won by doing serviceable deeds in behalf 
of others, while ignoring the claims of the 
Heavenly Father and His atoning Son to 
the loving worship of the heart; yet it is 
true that those who really love and worship 
God and desire to serve Him will find their 
only means of rendering service to Heaven 
in helping and uplifting those who dwell 
upon the earth. “Inasmuch as ye have done 
it unto one of the least of these my brethren, 
ye have done it unto Me.” 


SUSTAINING EVIDENCE 


A few weeks ago President Harper of 
Elon College had an article in THE HERALD 
in which he wrote of the work of the men 
who are trying “to blast the Rock of Ages.” 
He gave some very strong evidence, bearing 
on the question which stirred some people, 
and yet no effort has been made, so far as 
we are informed, to disprove his statements. 


The other day we saw in Fhe Christian 
Standard of Cincinnati, a statement from a 
student who had been put through the mill, 
so to speak, along the same line. His testi- 
ynony sustains the view presented by Dr. 
Harper and shows that there is an element 
in many of the schools of this country which 
is used with seemingly telling effect to turn 
the young people of our land away from the 
teachings of the Bible as the revealed will 
of God. 

All such work is dangerous to the young 
people, and the old as well, except in cases 
where the old are so well established as to 
escape the poison of such teaching by rea- 
son of their maturity, but the teaching is 
dangerous all the same. We believe the day 
is here when every Christian father and 
mother ought to look well into the character 
of any school before they send their chil- 
dren and subject them to such dangerous 
influences, as are beyond all questions at 
work in a number of schools and colleges in 
this country, and whenever a school is found 
with reasonable evidence of having such 
teaching, let them be sure to give that school 
a wide berth and send their children where 
they can have reasonable assurance that 
only Christian teaching, and that which is 
in harmony with it, shall be given. Our 
schools ought to be leaders in the way to 
Christ, but according to evidence which 
seems to abound on almost every hand, 
many schools are leading away from 
Christ. Let us keep an eye on all such and 
leave them alone by sending our sons and 
daughters where they will be safe from 
such influences. If such teaching must be 
given, let those who so teach support their 
own schools.

Destructive Criticism Under Fire 
W. A. GRESSMAN 


Many of our State universities offer 
courses which are saturated with destructive 
criticism. The venom is found not alone in 
studies in Semitics, philosophy, and evolu- 
tion. It appears also in courses in English, 
in which the English Bible is used as a 
text-book. It was my privilege not long ago 


to take such a course in one of our leading 
State universities. The teaching which the 
professor handed out to his large class, un- 
der pretense of sane scholarship, was down- 
right disgusting. 

He said that the teachings of the prophets 
often contradicted those of the priests. Fér 
example, Amos 5: 21, 22 and Isa. 1: 11 de- 
clare sacrifices and offerings to be abomi- 
nations unto God, whereas the priests used 
them elaborately in worship. I asked the 
professor if it were not a fact that in every 
instance where such offerings were denounc- 
ed the people had disobeyetl God’s, laws, so 
that without repentance their offerings were 
but mockery, and hence it was a mark of 
consistency that they should be denounced. 
He admitted that my statement was per- 
haps true. So far, then, as it impressed me, 
his assertion regarding contradictions was 
by this time knocked flat. 

As an example of false prophecy, he cited 
Deut. 28:68. This states that the Jews 
would again be in bondage in Egypt. The 
professor said that since the actual captivity 
was in Babylon and not in Egypt, the proph- 
ecy, therefore, was false. In doing this, he 
totally ignored the fact that great numbers 
of Jews were again made slaves in Egypt 
after the fall of Jerusalem. He also passed 
over the possibility that “Egypt” may here 
be a figurative term for bondage, and may 
apply to Babylon or any other place of ful- 
fillment. Thus, another pretense of scholar- 
ship was shattered. 

The so-called two stories of creation, the 
composite authorship of the Pentateuch, and 
other rationalistic theories, were plausibly 
set forth as most reasonable explanations 
given by “the leading scholars of the world.” 
When his attention was called to the fact 
that on the other side of the question there 
were some prominent scholars, such as Wil- 
liam H. Green, of Princeton, he admitted 
that “there are a few.” 

But note here that he would always ignore 
the position of those who believe the old 
Book, until his attention was called thereto, 
or else he would state their position so su- 
perficially as to make it ridiculous. Such 
unfair treatment of the other side, together 
witn its treacherous exegesis of Scripture, 
deenly stirred me. Frequently in the class 
session, as well as in private council, I ob- 
jected to the professor’s conclusions. To 
my satisfaction, however, the only sure re- 
sult of it all was that he came to understand 
that I knew my grounds, and that his efforts 
to undermine them were a failure. 

Moreover, the whole fallacy of destructive 
criticism is in its resting on mere assump- 
tion without fact, and in its development by 
dogmatic assertion without reason. It as- 
sumes the source of Bible teachings to be 
the same as that of any other book; namely, 
the mind of man, and not the mind of God. 
In other words, the Bible is man’s “think 
so,” and not God’s “say so.” Man used to 
think so and so about God, but now wise 
scholarship knows better, and is showing up 
the ignorance of Bible writers! Prophecies 
were often untrue because they were human 
conclusions based on past experiences, and 
were in nowise a revelation of superhuman 
wisdom! Shade of Socrates!! Such is the 
critics’ malicious way of handling the Bible 
teaching. They cannot overthrow it. 
Hence, their only recourse is to throw fact 
and reason to the wind, spread their wings 
of imagination and soar to the vacant skies 
of stupidity. 

Note here the serious tragedy of it all. 
Not only one class, but hundreds of classes, 
every year, representing thousands of stu- 
dents, are inoculated with this disease. 
These young people are taught to look ask- 
ance at the idea of the Bible being God’s 
teaching. Its sacredness, they are told, 
rests only in the mind of man, and not in 
the character of the Scriptures. Those who 
believe the Bible in what it says are looked 
upon as old fogies, behind the times. This 
is reinforced by the religious library of the 
university, which contains commentaries of 
tne rationalistic sort alone. With such en- 
vironment, students learn practically noth- 
ing in this course but ways of mutilating 
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and discrediting the Scriptures. In view of 
this, is it any wonder that so many other- 
wise intelligent young people to-day have no 
interest in the church by way of attending 
and supporting it? ‘ 
But what are we going to do about it? 
What are we now doing? Would we not 
think a person insane who tried to mop a 
floor dry while the faucet ran wide open? 
The first sane act would be to shut off the 
faucet. How about the church of to-day? 
It is trying to implant the pure word of God 
into the minds and hearts of people who are 
being constantly stuffed with this deceitful 
food of the devil. Is there a more heinous 
crime than sviritual murder? Is there not 
a way by which more competent, God-loving 
men can occupy chairs in State universities, 
as well as in our own Bible colleges, and 
thereby render a blessed ministry in direct- 
ing young ~eople in the safe way? Preach- 
ers now are devoting their lives toward 
undoing what some university teachers are 
panning off onto them. Here an ounce of 
prevention would be worth a ton of cure.

“THE CORRECT TIME” 


Our government goes to considerable ex- 
pense to give an official reply to the ques- 
tion, “What is the correct time?” To ascer- 
tain the instant when it is noon on the 
seventy-fifth meridian and to send that in- 
formation all over the country is a costly 
task. The true time is daily calculated by 
the officials at Washington, and transmitted 
by electricity to every important city and 
town. 

About five minutes before the Washing- 
ton noon, the telegraph companies cut off 
all their regular business, except on lines 
where they have more than one wire. They 
then connect all important points, from 
which there may be numberless ramifica- 
tions, with an electric wire going into the 
clock in the observatory at the national cap- 
ital, so that all over the country its ticklings 
may be heard. For ten seconds just before 
twelve o’clock there is silence which is brok- 
en by the “noon beat.” Business is then 
resumed. 

In some cities the wires connect with a 
time-ball that drops with the noon beat. The 
time-ball in Washington, placed on a pole 
over the State, War, and Navy Building, is 
three feet in diameter, and can be seen from 
all parts of the city. In the big building 
itself are a number of clocks that are each 
day automatically corrected. An electrical 
device “sets” them, placing hour, minute, 
and second hands exactly vertical at the in- 
stant the ball drops. 

Although Washingtor is on the seventy- 
second meridian, the noon hour is for con- 
venience computed for the seventy-fifth, the 
standard time for the eastern part of the 
United States. In the central belt, which 
is governed by the ninetieth meridian, the 
signal from Washington means eleven 
o’clock, in the Rocky Mountain belt it is 
ten o’clock, and on the Pacific Coast it is 
nine—Young People.

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THE HOPE OF SUNDAY-SCHOOL WORKERS

Paul said in the 13th chapter of his First 
Corinthians, “Charity hopeth all things.” 
Oh, what a word is hope, Who can frame 
words adequate to express the full import 
of the word hope? It goes with us through 
all of the busy avocations of life and 
reaches out into the most remote period of 
distant time. The immortal Gladstone said 
on one occasion, “My only hope for the 
world is in bringing the human mind into 
close contact with divine revelation.” And 
that is, indeed, the hope of the Sunday- 
school workers. 


In all of the honorable business pursuits 
of life, men and women everywhere hope 
for good results from their labors. We sow, 
hoping that we may reap. We gather the 
products of our fields and gardens into our 
barns and cellars, hoping that we may have 
health to enjoy the fruits of our labor. Just 
so in spiritual things, the Sunday-school 
workers are always hoping for good results 
from the spiritual seed that they are sowing 
in the young minds, committed to their 
charge. The Sunday-school workers have 
ever been hoping and ever will, until time 
with them shall be no more. 


It has been over a hundred years since 
Robert Raikes organized a Sunday-school in 
the city of Gloucester, England. Since 
Robert Raikes’ day, there has been but lit- 
tle stopping in the rumbling wheels of prog- 
ress in the Sunday-school work. But with 
the small beginning that Mr. Raikes had, of 
a few neglected children, we sometimes have 
wondered how he could have hoped for the 
grand results that have followed. 


A late estimate places the Sunday-school 
teachers in Christendom now to over one 
million, eight hundred thousand; and the 
army of Sunday-school scholars to over fif- 
teen million, more than half of these being 
in the Sunday-schools of the United States. 


In view of these facts, have we not, as 
Sunday-school workers, something to base a 
hope upon, that good results shall follow 
our efforts in the Sunday-school work? Nor 
is there anything more full of promise of 
the future glory of the Church of Christ, 
than the above-mentioned facts? Those 
who have fancied that Christianity will 
crumble and disappear, will do well to study 
the history of the Sunday-school. I believe 
it is a conceded fact by most of the Sunday- 
school workers, that their main hope of the 
future prosperity of the Sunday-school, 
Church, State, and Nation, depends on the 
conversion of the young. Perhaps not 
many will question this proposition now, 
and the only wonder is that thoughtful 
minds did not observe it long ago. That 
wise and scholarly men should, for hundreds 
of years, have passed by the young and 
vigorous minds to the vastly more difficult 
tasks, and infinitely less promising, of res- 
urrecting the old who had been buried in the 
grave of early habits, is to be catalogued 
among the marvels. If either are to be 
left without instruction, better leave those 
who are already dead in trespass and sin, 
and turn our attention to the living, to the 
young, those who will appreciate our. serv- 
ices. We might draw a practical illustra- 
tion of our thoughts here from the Niagara 


River. The marked analogy between this 
wonder of our continent and that of human 
life is most striking. It is among the short- 
est rivers of the world. 


In this it represents the brevity of human 
life. It is the deepest of the deep. Who 
can fathom the depths of the human soul? 
At its source, its waters flow so slowly that 
the movement can scarcely be observed. 
Watch the infant mind as it gently comes 
towards the light of intelligence. While 
there is no river in the world whose waters 
flow so gently at the start, none rushes with 
such maddening fury as it makes to the 
place of its final leap. How striking the 
analogy between this gentle start and furi- 
ous outcome and the innocent soul starting 
out upon the wild career of sin before being 
tempted and allured by Satan. It is the 
very incarnation of guileless beauty. But 
starting in this downward road, the farther 
it goes, the faster it goes, until after a few 
brief years of wounds, sorrows, foaming, 
and fretting, it makes its final leap into 
the awful yawning abyss from which it can- 
not hope to rise. To leave the children in 
the still water of innocence with the under- 
current of sin to invariably float out into 
the rapids of raving habits, and go to the 
adults, is like standing upon the table rock 
of the Falls with forks, hooks, and grab- 
irons, seeking to catch now and then some 
poor soul before he goes down into the hope- 
less chasm. Better, a thousand. times bet- 
ter, we think, go up to the still water of 
innocence and warn the little ones of the 
danger below. Urge them to turn their 
faces like steel against the downward road 
and to ply their oars, and thus keep from 
floating out into the restless current where 
they will be dashed against the rocks and 
perish among the foaming billows. 


If the child is left to itself to start the. 


down-hill way, it is more difficult to stop it 
than to have turned its feet into the testi- 
mony of the Lord. The difficulty of calling 
a halt, is in the ratio of the distance trav- 
eled. The Catholic bishop knew this fact 
when he said: “Give me the children for the 
first twelve years and you may have them 
the rest of life.” A very distinguished di- 
vine once said that the boy at fourteen is in 
his moral character, substantially what the 
man will be, if he has learned to be dishon- 
est, untruthful, unjust, and unkind. This 
moral crookedness will cling to him like the 
spots of the leopard. He may be converted 
and the remnant of the wreck may be saved, 
yet both history and experience declare in 
emphatic words, that sin wrongs the soul. 
Then how infinitely important that we turn 
our attention to the children and work along 
the line of growth and development. We 
can go to the children with God’s message 
of love with vastly more hope of success 
than to try to urge the old hardened sinner 
to cease to do evil and learn to do well. 
Then let us go to the children and teach 
them the theology of a good life, the ortho- 
doxy of love. The age demands religion at 
work. If the children are educated in hon- 
esty, truth, justice, mercy, and humility in 
gentleness, kindness, and love, the rest of 
the theory will take care of itself, Super- 
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stition will drop out and the child will be 
put on the highway of holiness which leads 
to glory and to God. If.we commence right, 
the task will be easy. . The. child’s mind is 
like the little tree, easily trained, if the twig 
when first coming up out of the ground is 
properly cared for and strengthened by a 
strong stake planted by its side. Then when 
the winds blow, it will gently bow its head 
until the storm is over. Then stands erect 
in the beauty of defiance. But if left to 
buffet the storm alone for ten or fifteen 
years, until it is bent this way and that 
way, then the effort of straightening that 
great trunk must invariably fail of good re- 
sults, the old poetic thought is as true as 
it is old. 

Education forms the common mind. As 
the twig is bent, the tree inclines. If the 
child’s mind be filled with truth and 
strengthened by the strong stake of love for 
the right, then when the current and count- 
er-current winds of temptation blow hither 
and thither, when the storm is passed, it is 
all the stronger for the conflict. But if in 
its weakness it is left to stem the cyclone 
of temptation and sin without being forti- 
fied with truth and strengthened with a love 
for uprightness until it is distorted into all 
manner of moral crookedness, then the task 
of straightening it will be almost impossible. 
If the owner of a. stately mansion whose 
magnificence attracts and beauty charms, 
would. have the trees in his, parks to be fair, 
rank, and graceful in their maturity, kiss- 
ing each other in fond embrace, forming his 
avenues and entrances, he must give his 
special care to the tender twig. If the lady 
would have her vines develop the possible 
beauty of their nature, with equal care must 
each fibre and shoot be directed to the trellis 
over which it is to luxuriate. The neglect 
of regulating the movement of the vine in 
its infancy will rob it of its beauty in its 
maturity. The same philosophy will apply 
to things spiritual as well as to things 
natural. The nation or Church that does 
most for its children, does the most for the 
uplifting of the race. 

The bronzed statue. of General Jackson, 
that adorns the public square in front of the 
White House, in the city of Washington, 
which has stood unscratched, the suns of 
summer and the storms of winter, present- 
ing the features of the stern old warrior, 
even to the wrinkles on his face, received 
the impression while the metal was in its 
molten state. When those features were 
first impressed, the touch of a child’s hand 
would have changed them, but now the arm 
of a giant would be powerless to obliterate 
a single line. So are the indelible impres- 
sions of youth like the figures made upon 
the metal in its plastic state. The lessons 
of childhood become veritable parts of the 
mind, growing with its growth and 
strengthening with its strength. While we 
recognize the truth that the Sunday-school 
is no longer regarded as the children’s 
school simply, and while we gladly admit 
that it has reached a higher plane in the 
conception of Christian people than it once 
occupied, yet I take it that the fundamental 
idea of the Sunday-school is still the salva- 
tion of the children. — 

It is a conceded fact that our age is un- 
paralleled in its interest in childhood and 
youth. Never has there been’such im- 
portance attached to the training of children 
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for moral responsibilities as now. It has 
been truthfully said that every age has its 
distinguishing characteristic or peculiar 
feature. The most remarkable feature 
of our times, is the almost universal 
recognition of the importance and value of 
childhood and youth. Never before in the 
history of civilization, did we hear of so 
many children’s entertainments, children’s 
schools, children’s books, magazines, and 
papers,. children’s columns in the religious 
and secular press as now. The church and 
home are waking up to the fact that no part 
of their work is more important than that 
which has to do with childhood and youth. 
Hence never did we hear of so many 
children’s sermons as now; never so many 
Sunday-schools as now; never so great an 
effort to make these schools efficient as now. 
To this end we have township, county, State, 
and national assemblies, institutes, encamp- 
ments, congress, and parliaments, until the 
Sunday-school machinery of our day is sys- 
tematically and scientifically ponderous. In 
view of these facts, have not the Sunday- 
school workers reasonable grounds to hope 
that the time is not far remote when the 
Savior of all men shall have the heathen 
for His inheritance and the outermost parts 
of the earth for His possession. ‘This is 
indeed ._ the hope of the Sunday-school 
workers. 

It has been said by some that the Sunday- 
school is at a very low ebb and will soon be 
a thing of the past, but not so. The great 
grand army of Sunday-school workers are 
marching onward and upward, and will 
continue to march in steady, but heavenly, 
grandeur until they take into their fellow- 
ship and worship out of every kindred 
tongue, people, and nation. This is the hope 
of the Sunday-school workers.

with all the apostles, prophets, and seers of 
old, clad in garments of beauty, wearing 
crowns bedecked with stars of glittering 
gold, to meet this blood-washed throng and 
join them in the redemption song, upon the 
fadeless shores of immortality and eternal 
life, there where we may bask in the sun- 
light of God’s presence, whilst the ages of 
eternity continue to roll. This we believe 
to be the ultimate and ideal hope of the 
Sunday-school workers.

Under the 
most trying circumstances she met her opportunity 
and did the work to which she was by chance called 
in a moment of critical need. The book in its few 
well-written pages will give you a most graphic idea 
of the reality of horror and suffering on the battle 
fields of Europe. 


PauL THE DAUNTLESS; The Course of a Great Ad- 
venture, by Basil Mathews, M. A. Illustrated in 
Color and Black-and-White from Drawings by 
Ernest Prater, and with Reproductions from Photo- 
graphs by the Author, and Maps; 375 pages, in 
cloth; price not given.

Every one who has read with care of Paul knows 
that he was a dauntless hero of the Christian faith. 
This book takes up the story of his life and weaves 
it into a most interesting narrative, taking the com- 
monplace things of his life to fill up the background 
—till his life stands out before the mind as a hero 
indeed. The pictures and maps add much to the 
interest of the book. Some of these are: Camping for 
the Night on the Way to Jerusalem; Saul Consenting 
to the Death of Stephen; Paul Beaten With Roman 
Rods; Paul on the Appian Way; Paul’s Escape From 
Damascus; The Shipwreck at Malta, and many others. 
The book is indeed most inviting and gives the reader 
the advantage of a great life in story form. 


HURRAH AND HALLELUJAH, by Dr. J. P. Bang, Pro- 
fessor of Theology at University of Copenhagen, 
and translated from the Danish by Jesse Brochner, 
with an Introduction by Ralph Connor, in cloth, 

» 234 pages, price $1.00, net. Published by The 
George H. Doran Company, New York. 


We fail to see the appropriateness of the title of 
this book, although the book itself deserves the at- 
tention of every American, and especially at this 
time, since we are now at war with Germany, for 
this book sets forth in graphic manner the spirit 
and aims of that belligerent nation. It has been said 
that this book brings forth the strongest arraignment 
of Germany yet given, not by Dr. Bangs, for he 
purposely avoids presenting his personal feelings. 
Ralph Connor, in his Introduction, says: “Dr. Bang 
is wise. He argues little, he mainly quotes. Not his 
argumentation, but his documentation constitutes this 
most terrific arraignment of Germany through her 
intellectual and religious leaders, which has yet been 
put forth. Out of her own mouth it is that she 
stands before the world condemned. And the trag- 
edy of it all is in this, that these men are sincere, 
deeply, passionately sincere. And herein consists the 
awful nemesis that has after fifty years’ pursuit 


at length overtaken the German intellect and the 
German soul. For the crime of Germany to-day, of 
which these sermons and lectures convict her, is not 
hypocrisy; but the long practice of hypocrisy has 
induced in her a spiritual blindness which has become 
at once her calamity and her curse.” It is an inform- 
ing book along the lines discussed. 


POINT AND PURPOSE IN PREACHING, by Elijah P. 
Brown, D. D. (Ram’s Horn Brown), 192 pages, in 
cloth, price $1.00. Published by The Fleming H. 
Revell Company, New York, Toronto, London, and 
Edinburgh. 

Dr. Brown is perhaps best known among strangers 
as the Ram’s Horn Man, having been for a long 
while editor of the paper known as The Ram’s Horn, 
which under his administration was a power for good. 
This volume is good reading for us all, but it is of 
special value to ministers, and if of more value to 
one class of ministers than another, we should say 
it would be the young ministers. Dr, Brown was 
in his younger days an infidel. Being converted, he 
has come all the way from infidelity to the pulpit, 
and his experience is unquestionably of great worth 
to all preachers, but especially to young ministers. 





AN AMBASSADOR; City Temple Sermons (London), by 
Rev. Joseph Fort Newton, author of “The Eternal 
Christ,” 226 pages, in cloth. Price, $1.00, net. 
Published by The Fleming H. Revell Company, New 
York, Chicago, Toronto, London, and Edinburgh. 
We had heard of Mr. Newton, not only as a very 

brilliant man, but as a very liberal theologian, in 

fact, far from orthodox. We ‘ave read most of these 
sermons and must confess that he is brilliant, but so 
far we have seen very little evidence of heresy in his 
teachings. The spirit of the man is really admirable, 
and if he is not sincere in his utterances, he is 
certainly an expert at concealing the fact. He is as 
reverent in expression as language can make him, 
when supported by the plainest honesty. He is now 
the successor of Joseph Parker, the great London 
preacher, who passed away a few years ago. It is 
gratifying that two of the greatest London pulpits 
have called their present pastors from the United 

States. Spurgeon’s old pulpit has Rev. A. C. Dixon 

and Parker’s has Rev. Joseph Fort Newton, and 

both seem to be holding their own well. 


THE DEVIL IN MODERN Society, by Rev. James Wil- 
liam ber, M. A., LL. D., Ph. D., Se. D., F. R. 
A. S., F. R. G. S., M.R. S. C., and M. A. C., 208 
pages, in paper cover, price 50 cts. Published by 
The Standard Publishing Company, Cincinnati, O. 
The title of this book is inviting, not that the devil 

is good-looking or his work to be desired, but rather 

because the devil is ugly and his work most repulsive. 

Most people need this book, that they may know their 

enemy before they meet him, for to know him is 

to be prepared to resist him. Not that all men and 
women who know him are prepared to meet him with 
resistance, but that is because they do not bravely 
stand to resist him. This is announced as the eighth 
edition, and so it would seem that many people have 
availed themselves of the opportunity to get ready 
for resistance in the approaches of the wicked one. 

Some people do not think there is any personal devil. 

If they will read this book, they may change their 

minds, or if they knew the Scriptures they might 

know there is such a character at work among the 
people to accomplish their ruin. 


THE VALIDITY OF THE RELIGIOUS EXPERIENCE; A Pre- 
liminary Study in the Philosophy of Religion, by 
George A. Barrow, Ph. D. (Harv.), 247 pages, in 
cloth, price $1.50, net. Published by Sherman, 
French, and Company, 6 Beacon Street, Boston, 
Mass. 

Dr. Barrow was called by a vote of the faculty of 
Arts and Sciences of Harvard University to deliver a 
course of lectures, and having done so, met with such 
approval as to be called back with a request to 
repeat some of said lectures. Their popularity seemed 
to demand their publication in book form. The main 
effort in this book we are told is to reach God through 
the experience men have of Him. It is asserted that 
this is the natural way. That may be the natural 
way, but hardly the way to God in Christ. If we 
are to find God, it must be through God’s way of 
revelation of Himself to men. Nature is one of the 
great domains of God’s power, but in religion it is 
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not the safe way, and this is shown in the fact that 
God Himself would not trust the great work of saving 
man to nature. He made a revelation of the plan 
of salvation, leaving nature to us as a great field 
for investigation and study, but it is not designed to 
be man’s way to God. The book doubtless has many 
valuable ideas in it, but a book so highly estimated 
by the Arts and Sciences faculty of Harvard needs 
to be read by Christians with great care. 


WHEN THE SuN Stroop STILL, by Rev. Cyrus Town- 
send Bardy, 308 pages, in cloth, price $1.35, net. 
Published by The Fleming H. Revell Company, 
New York, Chicago, Toronto, London, tund Edin- 
burgh. 

Dr. Brady is a clergyman, but declares he was bred 
to the profession of arms and that he has never lost 
his love for things naval and military. Out of this 
love for the “firing line’ had grown a purpose on the 
part of Dr. Brady to write on the soldiers of Scrip- 
ture, from Joshua to the Macabees, but instead he 
has chosen to give the present story under the title, 
When the Sun Stood Still, His opening chapter is on, 
“The Strangers From Moab,” and that is followed 
by “The House of the Harlot,” “The Scarlet Sign,” 
“The Quick-Passioned Lovers,” “The Fall of Jericho,” 
“The Unlucky Wooing,” “The Camp of Gilgal,’’ ‘‘The 
Lying Ambassadors,” “The Solace of Exile,”’ ‘The 
Messengers of Appeal,” ‘The Army of the Lord,” 
“The Race up the Mountain Wall,” “The Last De- 
fender,” ‘“‘The Command to the Sun,” “The Battle of 
Bethoron,” “Love and Restoration,” making a most 
inviting study. 


EVOLUTION PROVING IMMORTALITY, by John O. Yeiser, 
208 pages, in stiff paper cover, price $1.50. Pub- 
lished by The National Magazine Association, Bee 
Building, Omaha, Nebraska. 

We have read this book with expectation and dis- 
appointment. It promises so much that the reader 
involuntarily expects great things in the way of prov- 
ing Immortality by Evolution, and then he reaps a 
big disappointment in failing to find the proof prom- 
ised. 

If there be any proof given, we know not what 
it is, unless it be his idea that Evolution will never 
have time to stop its development, and consequently 

by that process we may reach to immortality. We 
confess we doubted Mr. Yeiser’s ability to prove im- 
mortality by Evolution, and for the reason that we 
deem it practically impossible to prove a great truth 
by a great falsehood. We do not believe the theory 
of Evolution, in the so-called Darwinian sense, and 
therefore we could not believe that the theory could 
be used to prove immortality. If we had the space 
to spare and the time to give to it, we could produce 
from its pages an abundance of matter to satisfy 
reasonable people who are not Evolutionsists that the 
book is a blank failure, so far as proving Immortal- 
ity is concerned. It is certainly well filled with lots 
of learned nonsense. 


THE CHALLENGE: The Church and the New World 
Order, by Rev. Frederick Lynch, D. D., 263 pages, 
in cloth, price $1.25, net. Published by The Flem- 
ing H. Revell Company, New York, Chicago, To- 
ronto, London, and Edinburgh. 

This is a great book, not only great, but it is 
timely. It is a fine discussion of the militarism of 
this day and the relation of the Church to it. Dr. 
Lynch takes a strong and a most commendable stand 
against the war spirit, and calls upon the Church 
to seize the opportunity now to put down the military 
trend of this day. Dr. Lynch takes the position that 
war is unchristian and that the settlement of any 
great question by the sword is unbecoming in a great 
people who are seeking to stand for truth and right- 
eousness. The book is a clear call for people who 
are for peace to take their stand together for. the 
teachings of Christ. The author holds that when the 
present war is ended, there will be a new turning 
to a peace propaganda, and we hope it may be true. 
If there is anything unnecessary and wicked in hu- 
man society, we believe it is war. Cats fight to 
settle their differences, but human beings ought to be 
far ahead of cats. Take the world war now raging. 
Suppose it had been settled by arbitration, not one 
of the nations could have been so_ injured 
under any sane settlement, as they have been 
by war and bloodshed. War is a senseless thing 
for intelligent beings, and yet there never was a day 
in the history of the world when the earth was 
cursed’ with war as to-day. Of course, some men 
will say, in the face of the present distress of na- 
tions, that the world is getting better. We believe 
the day is coming when the world will be getting 
better religiously, but that day is not this day. We 


. into the prayer-life. 
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wish that Dr. Lynch’s book may be widely read. 
It will do its work to check the militaristic spirit 
now so rapidly rising in this country. It is strange 
that we have leaders who are so opposed to Germany’s 
militarism, and yet we are doing much the same 
thing in this country. No nation should fight till 
its life is endangered by invasion, then, of course, 
we cannot escape it, but till then let us stand for 
peace. If Germany had kept its hands off of us. 
we would not be in war today. Invasion of rights 
or territory may make war a necessity, but nothing 
less should be allowed to accomplish such an awful 
end. 


THE NEw TESTAMENT; A Translation, by Rev. James 
Moffatt, D. D., D. Litt., 395 pages, bound in leather, 
price $1.00, and published by Association Press, 124 
East 28th Street, New York City. 

We have been much interested in this new transla- 
tion of the New Testament. We have found many 
points well brought out, throwing some additional 
light on certain passages. We have found many 
passages which have been changed in words, and 
so far as we can judge, there is no other reason for 
changing them than to have a change, for the words 
used express, to all intents and purposes, the same 
idea as the King James Version expressed, and some- 
times far more stiff and “bunglesome.” That is a 
defect which is common to most of the modern trans- 
lations—the translators seem to work on the principle 
that a show must be made, or else it might be sup- 
posed that they did not have much of a task anyway. 
Here is one of the changes Dr. Moffatt made in 
the order of the Scriptural matter. Heé gives us in 
John’s Gospel, chapters 13, —, 15, 16, and then 14. 
Dr. Moffatt is a man of marked ability, and in many 
respects his work has been well done, but on the 
whole, we still regard the Authorized Version as well 
in the lead over all other translations. 


METHOD IN PrayYER: How to Use the Devotional Hour,

Referring to Nehemiah, he says: “This man 
was essentially a man of prayer. When he heard 
bad news of the condition of his people, he prayed. 
When his enemies insulted and mocked him, he 
prayed. Before he came into the presence of Arta- 
xerxes, he prayed. When the Jews attempted to 
thwart his plans, he again turned to God in prayer. 
It is faith expressed in prayer, and patient, sacrificial 
toil, which has saved the world from precipitate 
ruin, and of this the Old Testament is sufficient 
proof.” Again he says: “Passing on to the Apos- 
tolic Church, we see in both History and Letters 
that when the early Christians were most prayerful, 
they were most powerful, and that with a less firm 
hold upon God in Christ, their love declined and 
their influence waned.” What a lesson in that short 
paragraph for the people of God in this twentieth 
century!

The “gag” section of the espionage 
bill, providing governmental control of press 
and speech during the war period, was 
killed by the Senate May 12. 


News under date of May 16 says 
that a squadron of American torpedo boat 
destroyers has safely crossed the Atlantic 
and is patroling the seas in war service. 








Joseph Benson Foraker, 70, former 
United States Senator and Governor of 
Ohio for two terms and distinguished citi- 
zen, lawyer, and soldier, died at his home in 
Cincinnati, O., after an illness of several 
weeks. 





Cuba’s navy of more than twenty 
war vessels, which is to be reinforced by 
fifty submarine chasers now building, is 
patrolling the coasts of the island to make 
sure that Germans do not establish a U- 
boat base there. 


The American steamship Mongolia, 
from which the country’s first shot in the 
war with Germany was fired with such ac- 
curacy that a German submarine was sunk, 
arrived at an American port May 13 from 
Europe, bringing a report by the officers of 
another apparent encounter with a U-boat. 








In the interest of the “Liberty Loan” 
Secretary McAdoo will make a tour of the 
middle western States. He says there are 
thirty days within which the people of the 
United States must make good the action of 
Congress in pledging all the resources of 
the country for the conduct of a righteous 
war—a war for universal liberty. 





Trading in May wheat was ordered 
discontinued at a meeting of the directors 
of the Chicago Board of Trade in Chicago, 
May 11. It was current among members 
of the Board that action by the Federal 
authorities in the last few days had has- 
tened the action of the Board of Directors. 
May wheat closed on that day at $3.18. 





Many newspaper publishers are now 
on the way (May 11) to attempt to procure 
fair treatment for their business under the 
proposed war tax. If a heavy tax should be 
placed on the newspaper business, which 
has been severely afflicted in the last year 
on. account of the high prices of paper, and 
other printing necessities used in the pub- 
lishing business, many papers will have to 
quit business entirely. The tax would be in 
form of increased postage. 


Sensational charges. that a lobby of 
“food gamblers, some of them men:of im- 
mense wealth,” already is at work in Wash- 
ington seeking to defeat the administration 
food control bills, were made May 11 in a 








formal statement by Assistant Secretary 
Vrooman, of the Department of Agricul- 
ture. He called them “Allies of the Kaiser 
—unpatriotic and disloyal—who should be 
made to feel the loathing and contempt of 
every patriotic American.” 


—tTen of Cleveland’s largest coal re- 
tailers, representing 75 per cent. of the city’s 
coal business, went on trial May 14 in com- 
mon pleas court on charges of violating the 
Valentine anti-trust law. They were indict- 
ed by the county grand jury on March 22, 
following an extensive investigation. The 
indictment charges the dealers were mem- 
bers of a combination formed to incréase 
the price of coal and prevent competition. 


Girls in Ohio State University are in 
revolt because male students from the Uni- 
versity were dismissed with full credits and 
the girls were left in school and have to 
take their final examinations. They con- 
sidered it a slight that the male students 
were dismissed “To work for America” 
while they are willing to do what they can 
for America, too, and are compelled to take 
their examinations. . After talking it over 
with the dean, they were to hold a convoca- 
tion with the president of the University 
to see what can be done in the matter. 
There are 1,500 girls at Ohio State. 





——tThe army bill report, with increase 
in pay, was adopted by the House without 
a record vote May 16. Final action must 
be taken by the Senate. The section regard- 
ing pay as agreed to by the conferees pro- 
vides that all officers and enlisted men of 
the forces to be raised by conscription shall 
have the same pay allowances and pensions 
as the regular army and makes these in- 
creases in the pay of enlisted regulars: 
Those receiving $15 to $21 per month, an 
increase of $15 per month; those receiving 
$24, an increase of $12; those receiving $30, 
$36, or $40, an increase of $8, and those re- 
ceiving $45 or more, an increase of $6. 


—Bread made from the spring buds of 
lime and beech trees is the latest promise 
of German scientists. ‘Two brothers have 
perfected the process of producing a flour 
from this source, with considerable quanti- 
ties of fat and animal fodder as by-pro- 
ducts. The flour is said to have about the 
same nutritive value as barley and it is 
estimated that about 500,000 tons can be 
produced annually in Germany. The im- 
perial corn office.is skeptical as to the value 
of the invention because of the great 
amount of money and manpower it takes to 
produce the flour, and thinks the production 
of flour by this means is too expensive for 
the present'to be used. 


Probably the entire quota of 2,500 
men were at Fort Benjamin Harrison, In- 
dianapolis, May 14, ready to start on the 
three months’ course of training for officers 
of the U. S. army, which was to begin ‘the 
next day at 5:30. In addition to the 2,500 
men who were summoned to the Fort, Colo- 
nel Edwin F. Glenn, in command of the 
training camp, announced that the applica- 
tions of 4,238 others had been approved. 
It was said if any of those enrolled at 
present may drop out at the end of three 





weeks, the last applicants may get in on the 
first camp. Orders were received at the 
fort to erect additional barracks for three 
regiments, six hundred officers, an ambul- 
ance corps, work on which was to start at 
once. 


The usual channels of information 
through: which news of America’s relation- 
ships to foreign powers have up to May 7 
reached the public were closed on that day 
by Secretary Lansing. An order bearing 
his name was distributed broadcast to State 
Department officials instructing them not to 
talk with Newspaper men, “even on insig- 
nificant matters of fact or detail,” The 
order says that hereafter all news of the 
Department must be given out either by the 
secretary himself of by the newly-created 
so-called Bureau of Foreign Intelligence. 
Secretary Lansing sees the newspaper men 
twice daily, but does not pretend to be able 
to answer the maze of questions which every 
hour of the day is’ raised by newspaper 
cables. 








The long deadlock of Senate and 
House conferees on the selective draft mili- 
tary bill was broken May 10 with agreement 
on a compromise measure under which a 
great war army would be raised by selective 
conscription of men between the ages of 
21 and 31. Authorization for recruiting 
Colonel Roosevelt’s proposed volunteer divi- 
sion for service in France, written into the 
bill by the Senate and defended stubbornly 
by the Senate conferees, finally was thrown 
out on the insistence of committeemen rep- 
resenting the House. In return the House 
yielded to the Senate’s proposal for prohibi- 
tion at military posts. The conference re- 
port is expected to be given approval by 
both Senate and House in a few days, and 
within two weeks after the. President has 
affixed his signature registration of those 
eligible for conscription will be under way 
throughout the country. 





It takes generally no less than an 
hour and a half to get a vote of the House 
of Representatives, using the tedious and 
antiquated process of calling the roll. Mr. 
Lewis, president: of the Tabor Manufactur- 
ing Company of New York, suggests that 
an electrical contrivance might be used in 
Congress that would shorten the length of 
time taken for recording votes on various 
questions that arise in that body. He said 
that “with a little preparation the vote 
might be flashed instantly on a sereen back 
of the Speaker in full view of every member 
and be photographed by an operator in the 
gallery near the clock. This procedure 
‘would require that every member of the 
House have a lock-box in front of his seat 
which, when opened, would cause his name 
to appear in a certain space on the wall or 
screen. When a vote was called for, he 
would press a button showing ‘Yes’ or ‘No’ 
opposite his name, or simply vote ‘present’ 
by doing nothing. The number or title of 
the bill .would be displayed at the same 
time; and if the record was illuminated it 
could be quickly photographed.” A voting 
device has been in use in the Russian Duma 
for years. It would save a great deal of 
time.

Introduction 


Jesus had finished His discourse with the 
disciples after the supper in the upper 
room, and went to the garden of Geth- 
semane, between the brook Kidron and the 
Mount of Olives. The betrayal took place 
on Friday morning, a good while before 
dawn. Gethsemane has come to mean 
agony, betrayal, submission to the Father’s 
will, and triumph over the flesh and fleshly 
desires. His physical suffering was the 
smaller part of His suffering. The greater 
suffering was the agony of soul for the sins 
of the whole world which He suffered dur- 
ing that long, eventful night, but the meas- 
ure of His suffering is the measure of our 
Father’s love for us, which love should con- 
strain us to do His will as He did the 
Father’s will. 





Comments 


I. JUDAS PREPARING FOR THE BETRAYAL. 
(Vs. 1-3) 

At the beginning of the supper in the 
upper room, after Jesus had indicated that 
one should betray Him and after the Pass- 
over had closed, Judas went out into the 
night. Jesus said, “That thou doest, do 
quickly.” The other disciples did not seem 
to understand what He meant, but possibly 
thought that Judas was gone to buy some- 
thing to give to the poor or to obey the 
command of the Master in making such 
purchases as he was accustomed to make. 
But Satan had now taken full possession of 
Judas and he went forth to perfect the 
preparations for betraying and taking Je- 
sus. He went bargaining with the Phar- 
isees to betray Him. The thirty pieces of 
silver had been agreed upon and paid. The 
Roman cohort, consisting of five hundred 
soldiers, went to take Him, that there 
should be no difficulty in their success. They 
carried lanterns, torches, and weapons. Ju- 
das knew where to find the Master, as he 
knew that it was His custom to retire to 
this place. 

This secrecy of method was resorted to 
in order to avoid publicity in their “dark 
work,” lest there should be a tumult among 
the people and an attempt made to rescue 
Him from them. They knew His miracu- 
lous power, and they thought better to take 
Him by surprise and overpower Him. When 
He should have been once made a prisoner, 
they knew that it would be less likely that a 
mob would arise to rescue Him. 
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II. THE SURRENDER OF JESUS. (Vs. 4-6) 


When the soldiers, led by Judas, arrived, 
Jesus, quite contrary to their expectations, 
went to meet them. Judas had agreed to 
designate the one of the little company to 
arrest by a kiss of betrayal. When the kiss 
was imparted, which was the sealing act of 
perfidy, Jesus, knowing all that should come 
to pass in his life, asked, Whom seek ye? 
The Roman soldiers, men of the world, not 
easily impressed, stood helpless before Him, 
because of His dignity, personality, and di- 
vinity. They replied, Jesus of Nazareth. 
He said, I am he. They fell back to the 
ground—strange spectacle—His captors 
helpless—He calm, composed, self-possessed, 
offered Himself to them in voluntary sur- 
render. He asked again, Whom seek ye? 
Automatically, they reply, Jesus of Naza- 
reth. 


III. JESUS’ CONCERN FOR THE DISCIPLES. 
(Vs. 7-9) 

At this time His character shone forth 
with greater luster than ever before. His 
whole life had been an expression of deep 
concern for others and of service to those 
whom He met. Now He was concerned for 
the safety of the disciples more than for 
Himself, and He said, “If ye seek me, let 
these go their way.” He would take their 
part and shield them from danger. There 
is, no tinge of bitterness in His conversation 
with the soldiers, no excitement over His 
arrest, no forgetfulness of the interest of 
others in concern for Himself. The beauty 
and glory of His greatness of spirit and 
dignity of character revealed themselves in 
the wonderful composure and personal con- 
cern for those whom He loved. We may be 
assured that there is no power that can 
pluck us out of His keeping if we will only 
commit ourselves to His keeping and do His 
will. He is able to keep us even unto the 
end. There is no power that can separate 
us from the love of God in Christ Jesus. 


IV. PETER’s RASHNESS, THE MASTER’S 
REBUKE. (Vs. 10, 11) 

When Peter saw what was taking place 
and that the Master was going to allow 
Himself to be led away without offering the 
least resistance or making the least attempt 
to escape, his anger boiled with impetuosity, 
and true to his fiery and enthusiastic na- 
ture, he drew his sword and smote off the 
ear of Malchus, the servant of the high 
Priest. Peter was no coward. The Roman 
cohort could not daunt him. He had said 
that he would die for the Master and he 
was ready to verify this promise. Impulse 
does not stop to calculate results and Peter 
demonstrated here his impulsive nature that 
revealed itself on other occasions. Impulsive 
natures often do what calculating minds 
consider grave mistakes, but they get things 
done and bring things to pass that the 
slower type will never produce. Peter’s 
heart was loyal, his impulse expressed this 
loyalty, he acted without considering re- 
sults, but true to his purpose. It is a far 
greater mistake to hesitate to undertake 
service lest you make a mistake in the exe- 
cution than it is to act at the critical mo- 
ment the best you can under the circum- 
stances. 

Jesus said, Put up thy sword into the 
sheath: the cup which my Father hath 
given me, ghall I not drink it? Jesus could 
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have called a legion of angels to His aid, 
had it been necessary for the furtherance 
of the Kingdom. It was not an accident 
that Jesus was taken at this time. It was 
of divine approval, for Jesus had power to 
defend Himself, but the sin of betrayal was 
no less sinful though it was turned to good 
purpose in the redemption of man. 
Jesus did not need the assistance of 
Peter to defend Himself, and He gave a 
rebuke to his conduct as not being in keep- 
ing with the divine plan. The use of the 
sword was not in keeping with the plan of 
a kingdom of love and Jesus would teach 
that in all time that Christianity should not 
be propagated by the use of the sword. His 
is a kingdom of peace and only the power 
of the Spirit should be used through human 
agency in advancing the kingdom. 


V. Peter Denres His Lorp. (Vs. 12- 
18) 

Jesus was led to Annas, the father-in-law 
of the high priest, and the trial proceeded. 
We shall consider the trial in the next les- 
son. Here we will trace the conduct of 
Peter. He followed at a safe distance. So 
also did John, referred to as another dis- 
ciple. They went with Him into the 
palace. Peter stood without the palace un- 
til permission should be secured for him to 
enter. His courage now had reacted and 
had reached low ebb, and when a maiden 
asked him if he were not also one of His 
disciples, his courage vanished and he re- 
plied, “I am not.” The same question was 
put to him again and he denied His Master 
again. Jesus had forewarned him and when 
the cock crew, he was reminded of what 
Jesus had told him, his conscience was 
aroused, memory stung him, Jesus was pass- 
ing and looked on him. This look was too 
much for him, anti he went out and wept 
bitterly. How true to human nature and 
experience! Jesus is warning us and pray- 
ing for us to avoid denying Him, but we 
do deny Him when we sin. Conscience 
speaks to us and brings all things to our 
remembrance through the Holy Spirit, we 
through faith look at Christ and see His 
look on us, and we weep bitterly when we 
see that look. This is our salvation. When 
we are converted by His look, we can 
strengthen our brethren out of a bitter but 
valuable experience. Temptations, yielding 
to sin, and the sad look of Jesus in rebuke 
have their appeal to conscience; they revive 
the memory of His promises; but through 
these bitter experiences we are able to sym- 
pathize with those who are overtaken in a 
fault and can restore such an one in the 
spirit of meekness.

Rom. 8:1-11 





The Scripture :— 


There is therefore now no condemnation to them 
which are in Christ Jesus, who walk not after the 
flesh, but after the Spirit. For the law of the Spirit 
of life in Christ Jesus hath made me free from the 


law of sin and death. For what the law could not do, 
in that it was weak through the flesh, God, sending,

sin, condemned sin in the flesh: That the righteous- 
ness of the law might be fulfilled in us, who walk 
not after the flesh, but after the Spirit. For they 
that are — the flesh do mind the things of the 
flesh; but they that are after the Spirit the things 
of the Spirit. For to be carnally minded is death; 
but to be spiritually minded is life and peace. Be 
cause the carnal mind is enmity against God: for it 
is not oneue to the law of God, neither indeed can 
be. then they that are in the flesh cannot please 
God. But ye are not in the flesh, but in the Spirit, 
if so be that the Spirit of God dwell in you. Now 
if any man have not the Spirit of Christ, he is none 
of his. And if Christ be in you, the body is dead 
because of sin; but the Spirit is life because of right- 
eousness. But if the Spirit of him that raised up 
Jesus from the dead dwell in you, he that raised up 
Christ from the dead shall also quicken your mortal 
bodies by his Spirit that dwelleth in you.

Citizenship Superintendent of the United 
Society of Christian Endeavor 

The message of Christian Endeavor for 
war times is exactly the same message that 
Christian Endeavor has always had for the 
young people of the church. In the present 
crisis it places emphasis first of all upon 
vital Christian living, Christian testimony, 
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and Christian service. It enlarges itself by 
accepting many peculiar tasks that armed 
conflict enjoins upon all patriotic citizens. 

The citizenship department of the United 
Society submits the following recommenda- 
tions to Christian Endeavor unions and so- 
cieties: 

1. Keep a careful record of all Christian 
Endeavorers enlisting. Do not lose track of 
a single one who enters national service. 
This applies not only to military and naval 
branches of the service, but to the Red Cross 
as well, and to men and women. The re- 
sponsibility that we will carry—we who re- 
main at home—for holding “for Christ and 
the Church” our young men who go to the 
front will be very great. They should have 
regular communications from us, and we 
should see to it that they are supplied at 
once with Testaments. 

The British Endeavorers have written 
hundreds of thousands of personal letters 
to the boys in France. Some of the known 
results from this correspondence are very 
inspiring. 

It is interesting to note that in the Prov- 
ince of Manitoba there has already been an 
average enlistment of eight Endeavorers 
from each society. 

2. Christian Endeavorers who volunteer 
should accept at once responsibility for some 
definite religious service. The Endeavorers 
of the First Iowa Brigade on duty at 
Brownsville, Texas, formed a Christian En- 
deavor society which has done splendid 
work. For seven weeks they took charge 
of the evening Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation services, which were attended by 
650 men. They were instrumental in form- 
ing Christian Endeavor societies in two of 
the Brownsville churches, and these so- 
cieties are now doing very effective work. 

Canadian Endeavorers have done splen- 
didly in forming prayer groups in the 
trenches. What an opportunity they have 
had to do personal work! 


SUPPORT THE RED CROSS 


3. Let every union in the country at 
once offer its organized support to the local 
unit of the Red Cross. We are needed for 
social welfare work at home, and there will 
be demands for many of us for medical and 
nursing service, for motor-driving, and in 
the health and sanitary branches. 


(a) The Sagamore, Mass., union is now 
raising funds to purchase and equip a hos- 
pital ambulance. 

(b) English Endeavorers have organ- 
ized hundreds of knitting clubs, and thou- 
sands of woolen garments have been turned 
over to the Red Cross by them. 

(c) Juniors can make gift-boxes and 
bandages. Thousands of comfort-bags con- 
taining sewing supplies, etc., should be sup- 
plied the army and navy. 

(d) The Floating Department of the 
British Union supports a superintendent, 
who visits all the training-ships, supplying 
the men with Testaments and other good 
reading matter. This representative also 
distributes comfort-bags. 

(e) Local societies not in unions should 
communicate with the nearest Red Cross 
headquarters, and learn just what they may 
do to be of the most service. 

4. A few trained union leaders will find 
special opportunities to make their lives 
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count in training-camps under the Young 
Men’s Christian Association. Men desir- 
ing to invest their lives in this way should 
confer at once with the general secretary 
of the local Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion. 

The United Society of Christian Endeav- 
or, in the interests of efficiency and economy, 
wil employ and cooperate with existing 
agencies rather than create new depart- 
ments of its own. 


CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR AND TRAINING-CAMPS 


5. Christian EndeAvor unions near train- 
ing camps should make definite plans to 
reach the young soldiers 

(a) Religiously and 

(b) Socially. 

Bring the men into your prayer-meetings 
without delay. 


PROHIBITION A WAR MEASURE 


6. Every citizenship superintendent 
should enter heartily the campaign to de- 
stroy the liquor traffic, as a war measure. 
Secure signatures to some such petition as 
this: 

“In the interests of national prepared- 
ness, efficiency, and public morals. I favor 
immediate national prohibition as a war 
measure.” 

The united temperance forces will have a 
complete plan of campaign for presentation 
almost immediately. Send the petitions, un- 
less otherwise instructed, to the Christian 
Endeavor headquarters, 31 Mt. Vernon 
Street, Boston, Mass. 


THE FOOD SUPPLY 
rr 


7. Plant gardens. Help conserve and in- 
crease the food supply of the world by re- 
claiming vacant land in your city and town. 
Why not plant vegetables in every yard, 
front as well as back? Why not thus 
utilize church lawns? An agricultural col- 
lege bulletin recently stated that old lawns 
would be greatly benefited by being plough- 
ed. under and planted to potatoes. Half the 
world is hungry to-day. Our scientists tell 
us that two-thirds of the world will be slow- 
ly starving in another twelve months if the 
war continues so long. We must help to 
feed the people, and the poor of our own 
cities are our first responsibility. 


KEEP THE HOME FIRES BURNING 


8. Keep the home fires burning. The 
Church of God and her young people must 
mightily help here—has a stupendous bur- 
den placed upon her. She carries the mis- 
sionary obligation of the whole world, home 
and foreign. There will be a tendency to 
cut down all contributions for regular re- 
ligious activities, but such retrenchment 
must not be allowed. Hold fast to first 
things in these trying times. Remember 
that the program of the Kingdom is not 
changed by war, and that our country is 
not worth dying for if she loses her own 
soul. Maintain and strengthen the home 
base by giving even more largely of your- 
selves and your money to the Sunday-school, 
the prayer meeting, the Christian Endeavor 
society, and every other department of or- 
ganized religious activity. 


THE SPIRIT OF OUR SERVICE 


And finally, whether we go to the front 
under arms or serve in the relief or remain 
at home, our spirit must be the spirit of 
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Him “whose we are and whom we serve.” 
President Wilson’s message is first of all a 
Christian document; the breath of hatred is 
not in it. Our consecration to the cause of 
civilization and the program of our country 
must be as clean of selfishness as the words 
of our trusted leader. We will not forget 
that we are a movement for “Christ and the 
Church,” nor will we forget that our broth- 
er Endeavorers in Germany suffer, too. 
And as I heard a great-hearted Canadian 
pastor pray for them—a pastor whose two 
brothers were at the front with the Cana- 
dian forces—so we will pray for them. 

Patriotism must be to us more than a 
shout, more than a brief frenzy of excite- 
ment. It must be what the President has 
defined it, “the spirit of service and of sac- 
rifice.” We must give our best, we must 
give our all, and this we will do, “trusting 
in the Lord Jesus Christ for strength.”—

Under no consideration allow the church 
work in your community to suffer during 
the war. If ever the preaching of right- 
eousness and salvation was needed, how 
much more in times when force and fighting 
and baser passions threaten to dim the 
soul’s vision of the finer and higher qual- 
ities, and when so much that is devilish 
hinders us from seeing the divine. Your 
dollars and your time and effort are noth- 
ing compared with the keeping of vital 
Christianity in your community. 


THE FUNDAMENTALS 


It seems very hard for many people to 
realize how close the missionary work of 
the Church is to the foundation of Chris- 
tianity. That it was born with the Chris- 
tian Church is perfectly obvious to all who 
have studied their New Testaments. That 
its spirit and purpose are the same now 
as then is also true. Why, then, should 


we ever think of missions as anything but 
the very essence of Christianity and the 
finest expression of the gospel. 

Nothing can get closer to the needs of 
man than his need to know God. This is 
one of the fundamental facts for all man- 
kind—all men need to know God, not mere- 
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ly know about Him. The soul cries out to 
an overruling supreme power even among 
the pagans as besotted and benighted as 
men can be. The down-and-out in our city 
slums, apparently taking things just as they 
come, too benumbed to protest, yet inwardly 
cries out to the God above, although hardly 
knowing to whom he cries. “This is life 
eternal, that they might know Thee, the 
only true God, and Jesus Christ, whom 
Thou hast sent.” 

There is no sense in talking about God’s 
revelation of Himself, unless men are ex- 
pected to know and understand that revela- 
tion. To talk about God’s will is nonsense, 
unless we can know that will. And one 
of the fundamental needs of all men is to 
understand God’s will specifically and gen- 
erally. We believe that Christ is the rev- 
elation of God, the revealer of His will. 
“He that hath seen me hath seen the Fath- 
er,” said Christ. ‘The words that I speak, 
I speak not of myself.” Has God said any- 
thing that concerns me individually, and 
you individually? What can come closer to 
my need than to know what God says? 

But we must take a step more. Knowing 
God’s will, I must then do it, for the will of 
God is the law of my life, as it is of all life. 
How glibly we talk of God’s law, as if that 
explained everything. Law does nothing: 
God does the thing, and we behold it done 
again and again in the same manner and 
at the same time of day or year, until we 
formulate what we call the law governing 
that thing and its performance. But if God 
speaks to me and tells me what He wishes 
me to do, then the habitual doing of that 
thing should become the law of my: life. 
And since both God and my life are con- 
cerned, obedience to Him becomes one of 
the fundamentals. 

And now think how the missionary work 
of the church comes in to help mankind 
know God, to understand His will, and to 
learn to obey Him. Ordinarily we think of 
missions among the unevangelized _portions 
of the world: in which case nothing can be 
more fundamental in the needs of those 
people than just the things above indicated. 

Christian missions usually have to begin 
at the beginning and at the bottom. 

How shall we dare to treat as a side 
issue that which is so fundamental in Chris- 
tianity and the needs of our fellow men?

The Day is Sacrifice Day for Home Mis- 
sions, the date is June tenth, the object is 
to help our home mission work and to be 
found doing the work of the Master. 





In a report to the Mission Board of the 
Christian Church, Dr. Morrill says that the 
bad Sundays during the foreign mission 
period have worked against the offering this 
year. Is not that a sad commentary on the 
method of getting the money to carry on 
the Lord’s work, which we are having to 
depend on? If we had the weekly offering 
method so common in many of the churches 
we could snap our fingers at the bad weath- 
er and say, “We are grateful that our 
Lord’s cause does not depend on the weath- 
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er.” The method is somewhat to blame when 
a church that could at least give one dollar 
per Sunday, gives an “annual” offering of 
$2.09 for foreign missions and $1.37 for 
home missions. 





Here is the kind of letters which puts 
heart into the work: 


DEAR Mr. THoMAS:—I am writing to tell 
you that we have decided in our class of 
young ladies to help the work of the Sen- 
dai Orphanage, and I think the class would 
like some share in the home mission work 
also. If you can suggest anything of the 
kind we will be glad to hear from you. The 
girls are becoming enthusiastic concerning 
their undertaking. The young men have 
organized for the same purpose, so you may 
know that we are going to get W. 
greatly interested in missions soon. We 
will greatly appreciate your suggestions.

Yes, Brother Asker, I will be glad to sug- 
gest to you what would be a fair amount 
for your weekly contribution to missions. 


If you have a salary of $1,500.00, I should 
say that for missions your weekly offering 
might be 55c; for a salary of $1,200.00, 
45c per week; $1,000.00, 35c; $900.00, 30c; 
and so on down. I think the smaller the 
salary the less the proportion. That is to 
say, if a man has a salary of ten thousand 
dollars a year one-tenth is hardly adequate 
for the amount that he might pay to the 
Lord. One-fifth would be nearer what he 
should pay. A Catholic priest in raising 
money considers the needs of the family. 
If a man has only a wife to support and 
no need to leave a legacy to heirs he will 
ask him for very much of his surplus. If 
he has a large family and many needs that 
is taken into consideration. What do you 
dare to withhold for yourself? 

No, Mr. Parson, I do not think I have 
put too much emphasis on the thought of 
the Every-member Canvass and the Weekly 
Offering. If you think that I have not em- 
phasized the other side enough then maybe 
you are right. 


There are so many things about the work 
of missions that it is hard to tell what is the 
important thing to emphasize. Yes, I think 
that I agree with you that the most impor- 
tant phase of missions is having the spirit 
of the Master. However, the thing that I 
want to get at is the way in which we are 
going to express the fact that we have that, 
in the most efficient way. Somehow I be- 
lieve that the Lord is more concerned how 
we give out His religion than how much of 
it we keep. 

I would not have you think for a moment 
that prayer is not one of the first requis- 
ites to missions and that mission study is 
not essential. In fact, if we could get all 
of the churches to place the proper em- 
phasis on these things, I believe that we 
would not have such a hard time with the 
other. So, Mr. Parson, won’t you just keep 
on praying and organize a mission-study 
class? Soon the other things will follow 
because you will have to find a channel for 
the dissemination of the things your people 
will be experiencing.

OUR SECRETARY OF RELIGIOUS EDUCATION CALLED 
INTO Y. M. C. A. ARMY WORK 


Called upon to besome one of the connect- 
ing links in Y. M. C. A. work between offi- 
cers of the future United States army and 
the men in the ranks, Hermon Eldredge, 
secretary of religious work in the Erie 
Association, enlisted yesterday for three 
months’ active Y. M. C. A. service in the 
United States officers’ training camps. 

One of thirteen men, chosen from all over 
the country, Mr. Eldredge will leave Erie 
Wednesday night for New York to attend 
a conference where John R. Mott, general 
secretary of the International Y. M. C. A., 
will preside, probably his last big meeting 
before leaving for Russia with the United 
States commission. 

Mr. Eldredge’s call to international work, 
wherein Erie is to share financially, as well 
as physically, came yesterday afternoon as 
he was considering another offer from the 
National Red Cross Society to assist in a 

*big financial campaign. Were it not for 
the Association call, Mr. Eldredge said this 
morning, he would have immediately enlist- 
ed for Red Cross service. 

The task assigned to Mr. Eldredge and 
twelve other men from various parts of the 
United States is a special one, calling for 
unusual ability. To whatever camp he is 
assigned, Mr. Eldredge will be sixth secre- 
tary on the spot, and the only direct repre- 
sentative of the international staff. 

To the other five secretaries will be as- 
signed the task of carrying on the actual 
Association work in the established “huts” 
or camps. 

Mr. Eldredge will be working to spread 
the gospel of Y. M. C. A. work among the 
prospective officers by personal work, so 
that the standards may be set in the officers’ 
camps, and carried out later in the individ- 
ual mobilization and concentration camps

when the army of half-million men is gath- 
ered together. 

His selection by International Secretary 
Mott, shows the high esteem in which Mr. 
Eldredge is held by the Association officials. 
For the past six years he has conducted the

religious work of the Erie section along 
such efficient lines that his name has 
come known throughout this section of the 
country. ; 
Immediately upon receiving the telegram 
yesterday from Secretary Mott, Mr. Eld- 
redge appeared before a directors’ meeting 
of the local Association, and tendered his 
resignation. This was refused, but he was 
ted a leave of absence for three months, 
at the end of which time he is to be free 
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from the position he has just accepted. If 
he decides to continue in international work, 
it is probable a longer leave will be granted. 

That there is a far-reaching opportunity 
present in carrying out the work of the 
International Y. M. C. A. was the state- 
ment contained in the telegram from Sec- 
retary Mott. Just where the Y work will 
end during the present campaign is hard 
to tell, but it is the plan of the international 
force to continue its work among soldiers 
and sailors until the end of the war. 

It is expected a little difficulty will be en- 
countered in working in the Central Powers 
since this country entered the conflict, but 
it is probable that Association work will be 
carried on under the flag of Sweden, a 
neutral nation. 

Mr. Eldredge’s call to service came in the 
following telegram: 

“On behalf of war work council of Y. M. 
C. A. I would ask you to become one of 
thirteen secretaries chosen from the entire 
nation for religious work leadership in the 
thirteen new officers’ training camps. Ab- 
solutely imperative. Set standards for sim- 
ilar work in all future camps. Far-reach- 
ing opportunity. Acceptance involves cor- 
dial cooperation with other members of 
staff in charge of camp building and at least 
ninety days’ service beginning immediately. 
Also attendance upon training conference, 
New York, 124 East Twenty-eighth Street, 
Thursday, May 17, 9 o’clock. Trust you 
will make proper adjustment with present 
Association. Wire before Sunday night. 
Hotel Chalfont, Atlantic City.” 

In a few minutes his acceptance was on 
the wire and directors of the Association 
had granted the necessary leave of absence. 

The call from the Red Cross came in Sat- 
urday afternoon, but Mr. Eldredge was ab- 
sent from the city and did not learn of it 
until yesterday afternoon. Charles S. 
Ward, national secretary of the Red Cross, 
who wired Mr. Eldredge, conducted the ten- 
day campaign here in 1911 when $200,000 
was raised for construction of the present 
building. Mr. Eldredge said this morning 
he was of the belief Mr. Ward had remem- 
bered him from that time. 

Mr. Ward asked Mr. Eldredge to serve in 
a capacity in connection with the war coun- 
cil named Saturday by President Wilson. 
It is headed by Henry P. Davison, of J. P. 
Morgan and Company. Mr. Eldredge was 
asked to report at the Red Cross headquar- 
ters in Washington May 18, “to lay plans 
for a national campaign.” “You have been 
suggested for important service in this con- 
nection,” the telegram said. 

After wiring his acceptance to Secretary 
Mott, Mr. Eldredge sent another wire to 
Secretary Ward and Seward Prosser, chair- 
man of the Finance Committee of the Red 
Cross, whose name also was attached to the 
telegram. 

Although not enlisting actively in Y. M. 
C. A. work until six years ago, Mr. Eld- 
redge has always Mm conspicuous in 
church work here. He has made Erie his 
home for thirty years, part of the time be- 
ing connected with the Warner Brothers 
Company and later as partner in the Davis 
Wall Paper Company. He was in partner- 
ship in the Davis firm when he entered the 
Y. M. C. A. work as religious director six 
years ago. 

_ Immediately aoa on a campaign of re- 
ligious work which has brought good re- 
sults in Association work. The Sunday 
afternoon meetings for men have been a big 
feature of his program, more n 300 men 
being brought Nay ool almost every Sun- 
day afternoon to hear some of the best lec- 
turers in the country. 

While the Public Morals Committee has 
been in existence for a number of years, no 
active campaigning was started until last 
summer, when, with Mr. Eldredge as chair- 
man of the joint committee, some of the 
greatest work which Erie has witnessed was 
accom \ 

During the past year the work of this 
body has resulted in a cleaner city and in- 
dications are that almost every spark of 
immorality will be erased before long. 
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That Mr. Eldredge will be missed in local 
Association work goes without saying, but 
the hearty congratulations being showered 
upon him at this time, would indicate that 
Erie is behind him in the great work which 
he has been called upon to perform.
